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Town supports new town hall/school admin project

WILMINGTON — On 
Saturday, residents voted 
in favor of the appropria- 
tion for building a new 
town hall/school admin- 
istration building. Resi- 
dents first heard a report 
on the plans for the new 
building as part of article 
one. 

Superintendent of Pub- 


lic Buildings George Hoo- . 


per explained that the 
town hall and school ad- 
ministration buildings 
were identified as proj- 
ects needing to be ad- 
dressed by the Facilities 
Master Plan completed 
in 2018. The current plan 
for the building came 


from the building com- 
mittee formed in 2019, 
feasibility study appro- 
ved in 2020 and complet- 
ed in 2021, and design 
stages through program- 
ming and capacity plan- 
ning. 

He gave some context 
to the current town hall, 
which is in a building 
that was an elementary 
school until 1984, and the 
current school adminis- 
tration building in the 
Roman House, built in 
1897 as a residence. Hoo- 
per showed some of the 
areas lacking in these 
buildings and other buil- 
dings housing school ad- 
ministration including 
storage and accessibility. 

The new proposed buil- 


ding would have two floors 
for town offices and one 
floor for school adminis- 
tration. There would also 
be a large meeting room 
which can remain open 
for use at night while the 
rest of the building is 
closed. Their space and 
design plan includes ad- 
ding an extra 53 parking 
spaces to the 4th of July 
parking lot and keeping 
the swain green as it is. 
Select Board Chair Ju- 
dy O’Connell made the 
initial motion for this 
article to appropriate $12 
million from free cash 
and borrow over $24 mil- 
lion to make up the total 
cost of close to $36.9 mil- 
lion. She expressed her 
own opinion to open the 


discussion about the Ro- 
man House’s poor condi- 
tion and the need for 
appropriate spaces in 
both buildings for priva- 


cy. 

She suggested that tak- 
ing this opportunity to 
support a building would 
be the most viable and 
financially conservative 
option to provide accessi- 
ble space to the town’s 
employees. 

Resident Kevin MacDon- 
ald was the first to speak 
out proposing instead of 
this new building that the 
Roman House be integrat- 
ed into the current high 
school. 

“I’m disturbed that we 


have a public building de- ° 


partment in a historic 


building falling into that 
state of disrepair,” he 
said. 

The issues he saw were 
that the town would have 
enough debt with the new 
Wildwood School and 
that this project would 
negatively impact taxes 
and the cost of living. 

M.J. Byrnes, while agree- 
ing that the Roman House 
needs to be addressed, 
said that she could not 
support this new build- 
ing. 

“Our residents and 
youngest learners are our 
priority... I think it’s need- 
ed but not at this time,” 


_ she said. 


Melissa Plowman asked 
Town Manager Jeff Hull 
through the town moder- 


ator how much money 
would be lost if this proj- 
ect was voted down and 
if a yes vote would inter- 
fere with future school 
building projects. Hull 
replied saying that their 
work done could be re- 
viewed for another pro- 
posal but would still need 
redesign and revision, 
but he didn’t see this in- 
terfering with the ability 
to create new future 
schools. 

Finance Committee 
Chair John Doherty spoke 
up to clarify the fact that 
the debt being taken out 
for this project would be 
repaid out of the town’s 
Operating budget, not

k Place for learning 
support hew senior center 


Pattikakes closing its doors after two decades

WILMINGTON — The 
appropriation for the new 
senior center was the final 
article taken up at the spe- 
cial Town Meeting this 
past Saturday. Earlier in 
the meeting, as part of the 
first. article that day, 
Wilmington Superinten- 
dent of Public Buildings 
George Hooper shared his 
appreciation for all of 
those involved in the plan- 
ning for the new building 
and the reason it was com- 
pleted. 

He showed the Buzzell 
Senior Center’s space lim- 
itations such as storage 
and lack of rooms, the 
parking lot capacity of 40 
cars, and accessibility is- 
sues with the attic and 
basement. The building is 
8,300 square feet and was 
built in 1935 as a school 
before it was repurposed 
into the senior center in 
1986. 

The new proposed build- 
ing for the property near 
St. Dorothy’s Church would 
be contained in a single- 
story with proper interior 
and exterior space for all 
desired programming and 
cost over $17.26 million to 
construct. It would likely 
be completed late in 2024. 

The motion for the ap- 
propriation for the project 
included using $6 million 
from the town’s capital 
stabilization fund and bor- 
rowing the other $11 mil- 
lion plus required to pay 
for construction. 

Wilmington resident Kev- 
in MacDonald asked dur- 
ing the discussion, through 
the town moderator, where 
the town’s free cash comes 
from. Town Manager Jeff 
Hull detailed that the dif- 
ference between town ex- 
penditures versus the ap- 
propriated budget goes 
into the town’s general 
fund, and then the finance 
director establishes the 
free cash number with the 
Department of Revenue. 

The capital stabilization 
fund is made up of money 
that the town sets aside 
for building projects and 
similar items. 


MacDonald replied with 
his opinion that overbud- 
geting is what creates the 
town’s free cash. He com- 
pared the senior center’s 
cost to that of the newly 
constructed detox facility, 
over twice the amount per 
square foot, and then sug- 
gested that folks in town 
are using its free cash 
from overbudgeting to 
possibly buy the Olin Su- 
perfund property. Other 
residents’ disagreement 
with that statement was 
audible in the auditorium 
after that claim. 

Dan Pallotta of P3 Con- 
sulting, the OPM for the 
project, explained that the 
price estimate for the new 
senior . center includes 
every single piece of the 
construction including pre- 
vailing wages according to 
Massachusetts construc- 
tion bidding laws. 

One resident who stood 
in support of the new sen- 
ior center called the cur- 
rent building deplorable to 
say the least. 

“It’s up to us to stand up 
and advocate for our sen- 
iors,” she said. “All of 
things we enjoy such as 
parks, schools, and base- 
ball fields are all paid for 
and supported by our sen- 
iors. It’s time: to do the 
right thing and stand 
behind them.” 

Joanne Shukas spoke to 
the fact that the town’s 
seniors paid for all of the 
existing school buildings 
and municipal buildings 
that the town built. 

“I think it’s time that the 
town does something for 
the seniors; we’ve done 
enough,” she said. 

Jack Grady, another res- 
ident, asked residents to 
separate facts from opin- 
ions in their vote that day. 
A motion was made after 
that to move to the vote, 
which was approved unan- 
imously. 

A standing vote was re- 
quested since this item 
required a 2/3 majority to 
pass at Town Meeting. 502 
residents stood up to vote 
in the affirmative for the 
new senior center, and 
only two were in opposi- 
tion. The motion passed.

TEWKSBURY — Pat- 
tikakes, A Place for 
Learning, is closing its 
doors after 20 years. 

“I started with Steven 
J. and ended with Mason 
D.,” said Pattikakes’ own- 
er Patti MacGillivray, 
reflecting on the stu- 
dents that passed through 
her doors. 

Located on the campus 
of the Tewksbury Hospi- 
tal, the childcare center 
occupied the Anne Sulli- 
van building. Pattikakes 
shared the building with 
Hart House, a residen- 
tial recovery home. for 
women, which moved to 
another location earlier 
this year. 

MacGillivray cited the 
challenge of finding help 
as the reason for the 
center closing. 

“We weathered COVID 
and had no cases in our 
infant and toddler rooms,” 
MacGillivray said, and 
families came back after 
the pandemic. 

However, staffing shor- 
tages placed the center 
at a crossroads. 

“Finding help has been 
a real challenge; I’ve 
placed ads, had _ inter- 
views set up, and people

don’t show. Other times 
we get no response at 
all,” MacGillivray said. 
This issue has plagued 
the childcare industry, 
even as new centers have 
opened in Tewksbury, 
such as Main Street 
Learning Academy, Lear- 
ning Experience, and 
two additional centers 
planned for Main Street. 
However, according to 
the U.S Census bureau, 


birth numbers are drop- 
ping in Massachusetts. 

But Pattikakes was a 
mainstay for the hospi- 
tal. 

“We had children from 
all over, including Tewks- 
bury, Wilmington, and 
the surrounding commu- 
nities,” said MacGilliv- 
ray, providing care for 
children of staff and also 
for families in the area. 
“We supported infants

went to kindergarten.”

One standout 
in scoring was that 31 
percent of ELA test tak- 
ers received a score of 0 
points in 2022, compared 
to 19 percent in 2019. 

In math and science 
scores, the improvement 
from 2021 to 2022 still 
showed a net loss from 
2019. DESE also noted 
that students missed an 
average of 11 days in 
2021 and 15 days in 2022.

Select Board accepts requests, honors veterans

WILMINGTON — The 
Select Board meeting on 
Monday, Nov. 14 was brief 
and to-the-point as the 
board considered requests 
from businesses, nonprof- 
it organizations, and town 
departments. 

C & C Restaurant Group, 
LLC, doing business as 
Rocco’s ‘Restaurant, re- 
quested to change the ma- 
nager on their All-Alcohol 
License for 193 Main St.

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
explained that the process

The 
board voted as recom- 
mended. 

The next request came 
from Hanna MacKinnon, 
on behalf of Stir Nutri- 
tion, for a Common Vic- 
tualer License for 2 Lowell 
St. Unit 6B.

SOME EDUCATOR 
EXPENSES MAY BE 
TAX DEDUCTIBLE 


The educator expense deduction allows eligible teachers 
and administrators to deduct part of the cost of 
technology, supplies and training from their taxes. They 
can only claim this deduction for expenses that were not 
reimbursed by their employer, a grant or other source. 

Who is an eligible educator? 

The taxpayer must be a kindergarten through grade 12 
teacher, instructor, counselor, principal, or aide. They must 
also work at least 900 hours a school year in a school that 


provides 


elementary or secondary education as 
determined under state law. 


Things to know about this deduction 

Educators can deduct up to $250 of trade or business 
expenses that were not reimbursed. As taxpayers prepare 
to file, they should remember to keep receipts after 
making any purchase to support claiming this deduction 


with their tax records. 


The deduction is $500 if both taxpayers are eligible 
educators and file their return using the status married 
filing jointly. These taxpayers cannot deduct more than 
$250 each. Qualified expenses are the amounts the 
taxpayer paid with their own funds during the tax year. 
Deductible expenses include: professional development 


course fees; books; 


supplies; 


computer equipment, 


including related software and services; other equipment 
and materials used in the classroom; personal protective 
equipment, disinfectant, and other supplies used for the 
prevention of the spread of coronavirus 

This deduction is for unreimbursed expenses paid or 
incurred during the 2022 tax year. Taxpayers should keep 
records, such as receipts and other documents that 
support the deduction with other tax documents. Eligible 
taxpayers will claim the deduction on Form 1040, Form 
1040-SR or Form 1040-NR, attaching Schedule 1, Additional 
Income and Adjustments to Income. .

tor recommended approval 
in this case. 

Select Board member 
Greg Bendel wished Mac 
Kinnon good luck with the 
business, which MacKin- 
non described as a “heal- 
thy hangout spot” for peo- 
ple in the community to 
do homework or work while 
enjoying a healthy protein 
drink or snack. 

Chair Judy O’Connell ask- 
ed which businesses were 
located next to Stir Nutri- 
tion. MacKinnon named Jo- 
sie’s Bakery and Fit Body 
as her neighbors. 

iPODS for Wounded Vet- 
erans Chairman Paul Car- 
dello came before the 
board to declare a donation 
that the nonprofit organi- 
zation had received from 
BOSE Corporation. He 
first recalled how veteran 
Lieutenant Colonel Ed Col- 
lazo, over years at BOSE, 
contributed to the begin- 
ning of iPODS 13 years ago. 

Cardello also thanked 
several groups in Wilming- 
ton who regularly assist 
iPODS, such as the Sons 
of Italy, the Wilmington/ 
Tewksbury Elks, and the 
senior center’s knitting 
group. He mentioned some 
of their upcoming events 
in town — one at Advinia- 
Care on Dec. 13 — and a 
spring event that will be 
set up with Veterans Servi- 
ces Director Lou Cimaglia. 

He then read an example 
of the “Dear Soldier” let- 
ters, where a high school 
student wrote to a soldier 
sharing their appreciation 
for their sacrifice and he- 
roism. 

“You don’t work for iPODS 
unless you have a passion 


for this,” Cardello said. 

He presented the board 
with the donations they 
want to give to Wilming- 
ton’s veterans who are 
also first responders, in- 
cluding letters, headphones, 
brochures, and water bot- 
tles. 

He lastly invited up Wil- 
mington Police Chief Joe 
Desmond and Fire Chief 
Bill Cavanaugh, who hap- 
pened to be present that 
night, to ask if iPODS 
could bring the donations 
to the Public Safety Buil- 
ding on Nov. 22. Desmond 
and Cavanaugh each :rec- 
ognized the officers, ser- 
geants, lieutenants, and 
firefighters present that 
night by name. 

O’Connell shared that she 
appreciated all of these 
men and women’s service 
to the town and their 
achievements as service- 
men and women. The rest 
of the board thanked Car- 
dello for his efforts to uplift 
veterans along with thank- 
ing the veterans present 
that night. 

The final appointment 
came from Police Chief 
Desmond and Traffic Offi- 
cer Daniel Furbush for 
this year’s Santa Parade. 
Desmond explained that 
while the police depart- 
ment is the spearhead of 
the event, it’s also assisted 
by the fire department, 
DPW, and A&S Towing. 
The parade will bring San- 
ta and Mrs. Claus around 
the town and provide an 
opportunity to collect do- 
nations of toys for a toy 
drive, food for the food 
pantry, and letters for the 
troops. 


Furbush detailed their 
plans this year to expand 
the parade to two separate 
days in order to accom- 
modate residents and pre- 
vent delays. On Saturday, 
Dec. 3, they would visit 
only the Shawsheen Street 
School at 11 a.m. and the 
North Intermediate School 
at 1 p.m. Then, on Sunday, 
Dec. 4, they would have 
the traditional parade with 
a shorter route from 9 
a.m. to about 4 or 5 p.m. 
The route will be posted on 
the website for residents to 
follow. 

One area he specifically 
called out was the silent 
drive to be completed at 
town-hall. He also invited 
families of kids with men- 
tal disabilities or handi- 
caps to fill out a form on- 
line or call the police de- 
partment for a separate 
visit. 

Furbush confirmed that 
they’d be preparing for 
parking on Saturday and 
including plenty of extra 
time in case of delays. The 
board approved the police 
department’s request to 
hold the parade. 

There were two items of 
communication regarding 
the town’s free cash re- 
serves, which Hull refer- 
enced at $39,293,630. Hull 
recognized that this free 
cash would assist with the 
projects coming up includ- 
ing the Wildwood School 
and the two projects set for 
appropriation at the spe- 
cial Town Meeting on Nov. 
19. 

A letter from the MBTA 
informed the board that 
the Federal Transit Autho- 
rity gave approval to build 


the new commuter rail 
loading area so that the 
MBTA can begin develop- 
ing the design. 

A report from Minute- 
man Senior Services this’ 
year reflected that 1,148 
Wilmington residents re- 
ceived services from them 
over the past year with 
case management, care- 
giver support, reports of 
abuse, advocacy, and oth- 
er concerns. 

Two memos reported 
that the town is waiting for 
the consent agreement to 
be ironed out between Olin 
Chemical and the EPA, 
and memos from Verdan- 
tas discussed next steps 
from the EPA’s side. 

The board voted to ratify 
Hull’s appointments of 
David Gavegnano and Ro- 
berta Biscan to the Com- 
mission on Disabilities. 
They also approved a re- 
quest for We’re One Wil- 
mington to place signs on 
the town common and at 
the 4th of July building 
promoting the Festival of 
Trees on Dec. 2. The board 
agreed to meet on Jan. 9, 
23, and 30. 

A public comment that 
night asked each board 
member present to share 
whether they supported the 
new town hall (3/4 present 
that night said yes) and the 
new senior center (all said 
yes) before suggesting that 
the town consider - senior 
housing. 

The Salute to Service 
went out to all veterans 
everywhere in celebration 
of Veterans’ Day.

urkey, stuffing 

and cranberry 

sauce are all 

staples of the 
traditional Thanksgiving 
feast, but no Thanksgiving 
menu would be complete 
without the final course of 
pie. 

Pies, in particular, the 
Pumpkin Pie, have been a 
holiday tradition for cen- 
turies. Recipes have sur- 
vived the test of time with 
modifications made from 
generation to generation to 
progress with the ever 
changing taste palette of 
modern society. 

The notion of pie dates 
back as early as ancient 
Egypt and Greece times, 
though these were more of 
a savory pie made with 
meat. 

Sweet fruit pies and tarts 
became popular in Europe 
in the 16th century with the 
help of Queen Elizabeth I. 
Elizabeth I was known to 
have a fancy for cherry pie, 
and often served it to dig- 
nitaries and guests. 

By the 1600’s pie was all 
the rage, both savory and 
sweet, and was often ser- 
ved at special events. 

In fact, the line from a 
famous nursery rhyme, 
“four and twenty black 
birds baked in a pie” was 
not based on fantasy, but 
rather real life of that 
time. 

Royalty and the upper 
class would serve pies with 
living animals and birds 
inside to impress guests at 
special events. 

Thankfully, the “live bird” 
pie recipes did not cross 
the pond with the Pilgrim 
settlers that arrived at 
Plymouth Colony in the 
late 1600’s, but the notion 
of pie recipes in general 
remained the backbone 
of early settler’s culinary 
menus. 

When the settlers first 
arrived in the southern 
New England area, they 
were befriended by the lo- 
cal Native Americans who 
introduced them to pump- 
kins and squash. 

By the time of the first 
Thanksgiving celebration 
in America, the Pilgrims 
had concocted a pumpkin 
pie, of sorts, that was cook- 
ed and served in a hol- 
lowed out pumpkin shell 
rather than a pastry shell. 

The first published ver- 
sion of a pumpkin pie re- 
cipe was in the mid-17th 
century, in what is now 
considéred the most im- 
portant cookbook of the 
time, Le Vrai Cuisinier 
Francois (translated as The 
True French Cookbook). 

This book featured a re- 
cipe called Tourte of Pump- 
kin, featuring pumpkin 
boiled in milk, then strain- 
ed and mixed with sugar, 
butter, salt and almond 
slices. 

By the late 17th century, 
pumpkin pie recipes be- 
gan to appear in English 
cookbooks, These recipes 
resemble more of the pump- 
kin pie we know today 
with the addition of such 
spices as cinnamon, nut- 
meg and cloves. 

However, it was almost 
100 years later before the 
publication of the first 
American cookbook called 


the American Cookbook by 
an American Orphan, by 
Amelia Simmons. This 
book featured a pumpkin 
pudding recipe baked in a 
pie crust, similar to to- 
day’s pumpkin pie recipes. 

By the early 18th centu- 
ry, pumpkin pie had earn- 
ed its spot at the dinner 
table as a holiday favorite 
here in New England. 

After the Civil War, this 
“Yankee favorite” dish 
spread throughout the 
south as a perfect compli- 
ment to a roasted turkey 
dinner. . 

Pumpkin pie truly be- 
came mainstream when 
the Chicago meat-canning 
company, Libby, introduced 
a line of canned pumpkin 
in 1929. This canned prod- 
uct revolutionized the way 
pumpkin pie was made. 

Without the time con- 
suming process of cutting, 
roasting and _ straining 
fresh pumpkin, it became 
easy for every busy Am- 
erican family to serve a 
homemade pumpkin pie 
at the holiday table. 

According to a recent poll 
done by Good Housekeep- 
ing, Americans are expect- 
ed to consume almost 50 
million pies this Thanksgiv- 
ing. 
Despite the fact that the 
apple pie remains the most 
popular pie in the world, 
the pumpkin pie remains 
the top choice for Ameri- 
cans to serve on Thanks- 
giving by a choice of 2 to 1 
over apple pie. 

For those diehard pump- 
kin pie lovers who are 
looking for a new twist on 
a traditional favorite, why 
not try an “old” twist to 
your pumpkin pie this hol- 
iday. 

It is relatively easy to re- 
create the original pump- 
kin pie served at the first 
New England Thanksgiv- 
ing. This old twist on a 
holiday favorite could be a 
fun and educational addi- 
tion to your Thanksgiving 
table. 

Prep time is only about 
15 minutes with a few sim- 
ple ingredients. The best 
part is it can be made a 
day ahead, and also makes 
for a great centerpiece for 
your Thanksgiving table. 
All you need is one small 
sugar pumpkin (4-5 inches 
high, 12 inches in circum- 
ference), three-quarters 
cup sugar, 3 whole eggs 
plus 4 egg yolks, a half tea- 
spoon of vanilla extract, 2 
cups of heavy cream, 1 
teaspoon cornstarch, and 
a pinch of salt. 

First, cut the top of the 
pumpkin off and scoop out 
the seeds and pulp as if 
you were making a Jack- 
O-Lantern. 

Whisk in a bow] all other 
ingredients until com- 
bined, and pour mixture 
into the prepared pump- 
kin. Be sure to leave about 
three-quarters of an inch 
to allow for expansion 
while baking. 

Bake at 400 degrees on a 
baking sheet uncovered 
for 15 minutes, then loose- 
ly cover with foil and bake 
for another 15 minutes. 

Lower temperature to 
375, remove foil and add 
the pumpkin top to the ba- 
king sheet and bake an ad- 
ditional 30 minutes or 
until a knife inserted in the 
custard comes out mostly

WILMINGTON - Since 
1955, the Wilmington High 


-School Baseball program 


has only had four varsity 
coaches -- Joe Gilligan, 
Jim Gillis, Dick Scanlon 
and Aldo Caira. 

Recently, interim 
Athletic Director Dennis 
Ingram named 48-year-old 
Matt McManus, a former 
standout pitcher, three- 
sport athlete and WHS 


Hall of Famer, as the fifth _ 


coach in the past 67 years. 

McManus, who works 
full-time with 
Physical 
Therapy and is a Regional 
Director of Operations for 
Southern New England 
and currently lives in 
Newbury with his wife 
Jessica and two children, 
is thrilled to be returning 
to his alma mater and 
take over a program that 
he once represented so 
proudly as a former stand- 


out pitcher in the early 


1990's. 
“(Coaching Baseball) is 
something that I have 


.. always wanted to do. I've 


been poking around the 
last couple of years with 
local (high school) base- 
programs,” said 
McManus. “Then I ran 
into Dennis (Ingram) and 
I asked him if Aldo 
(Caira) would like another 
set of eyes to chart pitches 
or scout a team and 
Dennis told me that Aldo 
retired and there was an 
opening. Immediately I 
was interested. 

“Dennis was gracious 
enough to sit down with 
me and give me the expec- 
tations and what I was 
getting myself into. I went 
home and talked with my 
wife and my two kids 
about it and I told them 
that it would pull me out 
of the house a bit. I was 
more hesitant about it and 
they all told me absolutely 
that I had to apply espe- 
cially because it was 
where I went to high 
school, and (my mother) 
is right down the street 
and she can go to the 
games and all of that 
stuff.” 

After he applied, Ingram 
brought McManus in - as 
well as many other candi- 
dates for their interview 
Session. Ingram said 
every single candidate did 
extremely well answering 
questions before a com- 
mittee of six people. 


Ultimately the decision 
went to naming McManus. 

“Sometimes things fall 
into place and work out 
especially with the onset 
of this. I have known Matt 
for a long time. He was 
such a huge influential 
person with my develop- 
ment as a student-athlete 
at Wilmington High 
School,” said Ingram. “He 
was helping out (the late) 
Dick Scanlon with the 
baseball team when I 
played and just being 
around him when you 
were a 17 or 18-year-old 
kid, were just so impor- 
tant. Matt was just so 
mature beyond his age 
and I just remember him 
being such a strong and 
important person to have 
(by your side) every sin- 
gle day.” 

McManus was a three- 
sport athlete at WHS, who 
helped the baseball team 
go deep into the playoffs 
two straight years. In 1991, 
he helped lead the team to 
the Division 2 Eastern 
Mass semi-finals, losing 9- 
6 to Stoneham. During the 
tournament run, he tossed 
a complete game 2-1 victo- 
ry over East Boston in the 
second round, before 
throwing over 140 pitches 
in the loss to the Spartans. 

From WHS, he moved on 
to a terrific career, earn- 
ing a scholarship to pitch 
at Division 1 Northeastern 
University. In his senior 
year, he was 6-4 with a 3.20 
ERA, including throwing 
70 innings. At the time he 
set the program's record 
for strikeout to walk ratio 
of 50-to-10. He finished his 
collegiate career with a 
13-8 record, pitched at 
Fenway Park in. the 
Beanpot Tournament and 


also pitched in_ the 
Division 1 NCAA 
Tournament. 


In 1998, a year after 
graduating from NU, he 
continued his_ baseball 
career professionally in 
Haarlem, Holland, just 
outside of Amsterdam. He 
was a player/coach for an 
organization called DSS. 
At one point of the season, 
McManus had a record of 
1-3 with a 2.31 ERA. 

Before he left for 
Holland, and after he 
came back,.he was a vol- 
unteer assistant under 
Scanlon, during the '98 
and '99 seasons. 

“Dick Scanlon was a big 
part of my life. When he 
was my baseball coach, he 
held us accountable and

pushed us and I plan on 
being very similar in that 
regard,” said McManus. 

McManus went on to say 
that it was Coach Scanlon 
and another WHS Hall of 
Fame basketball coach 
Jim McCune, who really 
helped steer him down the 
right path - after he easily 
could have went the 
wrong way. 

“Dick was very much 
like a father figure to me. 
Growing up as a lot of 
people know, my dad took 
off when I was twelve 
years old and I haven't 
seen him since,” said 
McManus. “Guys like Dick 
Scanlon and Jim McCune 
were two very influential 
figures in my upbringing 
and in high school athlet- 
ics. I owe both of those 
guys a__ tremendous 
amount of thanks and 
gratitude for what they 
helped push me_ to 
become. I honestly think it 
helped me become suc- 
cessful in life, as a father, 
as a spouse and all of that 
stuff. 

“It is not lost on me the 
position (now as the head 
coach) that I'm in and the 
amount of potential influ- 
ence that I might have. 
I'm very excited about 
that and I'm very excited 
to be able to give back to 
these kids. Maybe I can 
provide that same leader- 
ship and direction for a 
couple of (WHS ballplay- 
ers) like I received thirty 
years ago.” 

Besides his two couches, 
McManus said he never 
would have gotten through 
those dark days without 
his mother, Marylou. 

“T am still amazed today 
at how my mother raised 
my brother (Jeff) and I by 
herself, working as a sec- 
retary at the middle 
school and_ eventually 
moving to the West 
(Intermediate) and then 
(to Wilmington) High 
School,” he said. “I never 
missed a practice and I 
never missed a game. I 
was always able to play in 
all of the All-Star tourna- 


ments or the Bay State: 


Games in the summer.

WESTON - Good luck 
charms come in many 
different forms.

While AC’s 3-7 overall 
record doesn’t look intim- 
idating on paper, the 
Cougars play in a Catholic 
Central League loaded 
with teams that qualified 
for the state playoffs. 

AC, in fact, was a Div. 6 
playoff team as the 12th 
seed that lost to fifth-seed- 
ed Blackstone Valley in 
the first round by a 33-21 
score. 

Blackstone would lose by 
a 14-13 score to Cardinal 
Spellman, who came a 
possession away from 
defeating Stoneham on 
Saturday and advancing 
to the Div.

The Cougars started the 
season with a 28-21 win 
against Wilmington before 
falling to Bishop Fenwick, 
44-14. Fenwick reached 
the Div. 5 semifinals 
before falling to North 
Reading in overtime on 
Friday night. Had 
Fenwick won that game, 
Costabile would be facing 
his former team in the 
Super Bowl. 

Arlington Catholic 
improved to 2-1 with a 40-7 
shellacking of Archbishop 
Williams, but lost its next 
three games.

Essex North Shore is the 
only common opponent 
between Shawsheen and 
the Cougars as the Rams 
defeated Essex 27-13 early 
in the season.

Wilcox said of the Rams.

Wilcox attended 
Shawsheen’s game 
against Dover Sherborn 
and was impressed with 
the Rams. 

“(Quarterback Sid 
Tildsley ) and their receiv- 
er (Mavrick) Bourdeau is 
very good and their line is 
solid,” Wilcox said. 
“They’re good on defense.

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Mike Pimental, the ultimate professional and the ultimate coach 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - After 
one year  as_. the 
Wilmington High School 
wrestling coach, Mike 
Pimental didn't know it 
he had what it took to 
keep going. The Wildcats 
finished 4-14-1 in the final 
year of the Merrimack 
Valley Conference and 
the lack of team wins 

took a toll on him. 

"We had 13 kids on the 
team. At the end of that 
season we were 4-14-1 
and I wasn't sure if 
(coaching) was some- 
thing that I was cut out 
for. I really never envi- 
sioned myself as a coach, 
or a head coach. My 
experience before 
(Wilmington) was with 
my (high school) coach 
(Scott) Legacy and I cer- 
tainly knew, or felt like I 
knew the technique, but 
there's a lot more to 
(coaching) than the tech- 
nique and the role of try- 
ing to lead people in the 
right direction. That was 
all true." 

When the season had 
ended, Pimental, 25, at 
the time, made a phone 
call, which changed his 
life forever. 

"I called (Legacy) and 
said 'I don't know if I can 
do this'. The last year I 
was an assistant for him, 
I think the team finished 
20-1 and here we were at 
4-14-1. There was alot to 


(coaching that I didn't 


know) even the sstrate- 
gies I didn't know. The 
kids would come and ask 
me if I wanted even or 
odd matches and I'd just 
pick one, thinking I had a 
50-50 chance of getting it 
right. I didn't even know 
what that all meant as 
far as who was going to 
present first and all of 
that. It was a learning 
curve for me." 

Twenty-eight years 
later, after making WHS 
Wrestling program histo- 
ry over and over and 
over again, Pimental was 
recently inducted into 
the Wilmington High 
School Athletic Hall of 
Fame. He was the only 
coach to be inducted 
back on November 5th 
and he becomes the 19th 
coach in the history of 
Wildcat Athletics, dating 
back to the 1930s, to be 
enshrined. 

"Mr. (Ed) Harrison 
called me to congratulate 
me," answered Pimental 
on how he found out 
about his induction. "I 
was obviously extremely 
humbled and honored the 
consideration to start. 
There's a big list of well- 
deserving (candidates) 
beyond anything that I 
have to offer, so I'm just 
honored that I would 
even be considered in the 
first place." 

While Pimental has 
always been such a pro- 
fessional, such a gentle- 
man and such a humbled 
person, he_ certainly 
deserves this recogni- 
tion. Before he arrived, 
the program had never 
had a winning record as 
a team, had never had a 
state or an_ all-state 
champion - four grap- 
plers from 1980 to 1990 
earned sectional titles. 

After 19 years as the 
head coach at WHS, 


During a pre-season practice back in early September, all of the youth cheerleaders and co 


Pimental left with a 
record of 192-158-5, which 
included eleven winning 
seasons (six in a row), a 
program high 17-win sea- 
son in 2003-'04 and the 
program's first and only 
Division 3 sectional title 
in the 2005 season. 

During his career, he 
was named a two-time 
sectional Coach of the 
Year, as well as the Town 
Crier, Lowell Sun and 
Cape Ann League COY 
one time each. 

Individually, he 
coached 23 Cape Ann 
League champions, 17 
sectional champions, 
eight state champions, 
one all-state champion, 
one New England final- 
ist, while nine different 
wrestlers won 100 or 
more matches in their 
careers under his guid- 
ance. 

Pimental coached seven 
different individuals (one 
multiple) to a_ state 
championship title, 
including the first ever 
Billy Tate in '97, and then 
Pat Heffernan in 2000, 
Marc Sollazzo in ‘01, 
Derek. Hanley in ‘02 and 


‘03, Roman Walsh in ‘03, ~ 


Steve Sughrue in ‘07 and 
Kenny Joyce in ‘08. 
Hanley became the only 
WHS Wrestler in the his- 
tory of the program to 
capture an_ all-state 
championship coming in 
2003. Pimental coached 
four wrestlers to New 
England place finishes, 
including Tate (5th in 
‘97), Hanley (5th in ‘02 
and 2nd in ‘03) and Walsh 
(3rd in ‘03). 

After that tough four- 
win season in his first 
year, it was just two 
years later when he 
coached Tate to the pro- 
gram's first ever state 
championship title. 

"If we talk about indi- 
vidual of team success, it 
starts with Billy Tate and 
I'm sure hoping that 
someday he will make 
into the Hall of Fame," 
said Pimental. "I -know 
there are other people 
who are as well deserv- 
ing in my eyes and my 
heart, but Billy started it 
all for everyone (in the 
wrestling program). 
Without Billy, the others 
would have not believed 
that (a state champi- 
onship) was possible. He 
put the right foot forward 
to be the wrestler that he 
needed to be. He set the 
goals that he wanted. He 
put the time in. 

"Billy went to a 28-day 
wrestling camp out in 
Minnesota, and after 
high school he was a 
Marine and he told me 
that the camp was hard- 
er than basic training, 
which I find hard to 
believe. He came back 
after that camp in 
Minnesota and was 41-6 
and set the ball rolling 
(with the first ever state 
championship title). 
Somebody had to pave 
the way and he was the 
one who did it." 

To this day, Pimental 
still remembers all of the 
details from _ Tate's 
championship match. 

"On occasion Billy was 
someone who would get 
caught in a_ headlock 
(and get pinned). That 
spring (before his senior 
season) I took him to 
judo to work on his skills,

in particular when some- 
one was going to throw 
him (to his back) and 
how to deal with that and 
how to react to that," 
said Pimental. "We are 
at the state finals and 
right off the bat, the kid 
from Carver throws Billy 
onto his back and I was 
like 'oh my goodness, our 
first state finalist is on 
his back in the first ten 
seconds of the match and 
in a headlock'. There's a 
technique called 'taking 
the hard way out' so you 
can't go low, and the 
move you make some- 
times feels like you are 
going to get choked out. 
Billy battled through 
that, reversed the guy 
and he ended up winning 
12-5. Those were the only 
points that kid scored." 

Three years later Pat 
Heffernan won his title in 
the final seconds of his 
match. That followed 
with four champions in 
the next three years with 
Sollazzo, Hanley twice 
and Roman _ Walsh. 
Wilmington then cap- 
tured the sectional title 
in the 2005 season. 

"We had taken second 
at the (sectionals) the 
year before and we had 
that big hope (of winning 
it). As a coaching staff, 
we always looked at the 
big picture. We were hop- 
ing that one day we 
would capture the league 
title but at the end of the 
day our goal was to make 
the best people we could 
for the best part of the 
season which was sec- 
tionals, states and_all- 
states," he said. "It was 
extremely exciting as a 
coach to have these kids 
succeed and be the first 
ever to accomplish a sec- 
tional title. They rose to 
the occasion and capped 
off an incredible season. 
It was a great experience 
to be a part of." 

Before coming — to 
Wilmington, Pimental 
was a State finalist as a 
junior before becoming a 
state champion during 
his senior season of 1989, 
wrestling under Legacy 
at Mount Anthony High

School in Bennington, 
Vermont. He was also 
named a high school All- 
American during his sen- 
ior year. 

He continued to wrestle 
at Springfield College 
and during his four-year 
career ‘he was a Division 
2 National Qualifier. 
After that he returned to 
be an assistant at Mount 
Anthony, before coming 
back to Massachusetts 
and becoming a physical 
education teacher and 
wrestling coach at WHS. 
In addition to that, he 
coached the Freshmen 
Baseball team for nine 
years and the Freshmen 
Football team for four 
years. 

He said that after that 
phone call with Legacy, 
he was able to build the 
program the way he 
wanted. 

"Soon into it, once you 
start connecting with the 
people, where you want 
to be and where you feel 
like you belong and it 
was just a short time and 
it felt like beyond the 
sport or beyond the tech- 
niques, you connect with 
these people," he said. 
"You walk in their shoes 
and you feel everything 
they feel. You have all of 
the hopes and dreams 
that you think they have 


or that you want for. 


them, and that's above 
placing here or placing 
there (at a tournament). 
I just always wanted to 
see (my wrestlers) be 
successful people." 
Pimental resigned as 
the coach after the 2012- 
'13 season because he 
moved to the South Shore 
and the commute 
became too much. After 
the 2013-'14 school year 
ended, ~ he left 
Wilmington and took a 
position at the Cohasset 
Middle School and is now 
in his ninth year. He 
helped as an assistant on

“I'm hoping someday I 
go back to be a wrestling 
coach,” he said. 

Before that happens, he 
had a long list of people 
to thank for making his 
coaching career and Hall 
of Fame night possible. 
He started with his loyal, 
dedicated staff members. 

“The unfortunate truth 
is I had so many people 
to thank (at the induc- 
tion) that I hope we can 
put in a blanket where if 
I left. anyone out it's not 
because of negligence of 
any sort, it's just a case 
of being old and not hav- 
ing a great memory,” he 
said with a laugh. “As I 
tried to say (at the induc- 
tion ceremony ), I want to 
thank all of my coaches. 
That started back when 
CJ Semartis came in my 
wrestling room. He had 
heard that there was a 
new coach in Wilmington 
and at the time I didn't 
even know the difference 
between Shawsheen Tech 
and some of the other 
schools and had no idea 
that he even knew these 
kids. He came in and 
asked if he could work 
out with the team and 
shortly into it I realized 
what a great person he 
was. A few weeks went by 
and I said 'why don't you 
coach with me'. That 
was the start of Coach 
Semartis. He was there 
my entire career at 
Wilmington, all as a vol- 
unteer. 

“Coach (Peter) Mitchell 
came in my second year. 
I had known him since 
our days at Springfield 
College. He moved up 
here and became a big 
part of the program. He 
was always the one who 
everyone loved. He was 
always there as_ the 
heartbeat of the team so 
to speak, the good, the 
bad, the indifferent. He 
had that connection with 
the kids, and he would 
hear from them stuff 
that we needed to work 
on and to make sure that 
we were promoting what 
we needed to promote. If 
someone was having a 
bad: day, or had a bad 
match or was just down 
in the dumps, Coach 
Mitchell was the one who 
heard about it first and 
he would relay that to me 
and that's how we 
worked together. 

“Then Coach (Kevin) 
Riley came in (and 
helped us) and I'm excit- 
ed that he now has the 
opportunity to take over 
the reins (being named 
the new head coach last 
month). He's a very 
kind, hard-working per- 
son. He came in and was 
part of the program full- 
time for a year. I'm walk- 
ing in his shoes now. At 
that time he coached, he 
was married with three 
young girls at home and 


was trying to balance the - 


commitment between a 
loving, caring husband 
and father and also try- 
ing to coach with the pas- 
sion that he wanted to, 
and that understandably 
was very hard for him. 
Now that his girls are all 
grown up, he can make a 
stronger focus with what 
his passion is with coach- 
ing and wrestling. 

“As a wrestler and an 
assistant _coach, Joel 
McKenna, was always a

loyal wrestler, counter- 
part and colleague. He 
took over the reins (after 
I left) and tried to keep 
things together and what 
we all built. He too is now 
in a situation where he's 
coaching (girls lacrosse 
at Bishop Fenwick) and 
has two young kids and 
those commitments can 
sometimes make things 
difficult to be able to do 
both. 

“I give many thanks to 
all of the coaches with all 
of the time that they put 
in. Not only working to 
develop technique, but 
we worked together to 
develop a technique of 
how to work and build 
good young men first and 
then great wrestlers sec- 
ond.” 

Besides the coaches, 
there were many others 
on his staff who were 
equally as important and 
made things run so 
smoothly. 

“I also want to thank all 
of the managers that I 
had. They found a way to 
give back to the 
Wilmington Wildcat 
wrestling program. The 
countless hours that they 
put in helping the team,” 
said Pimental. “My stat- 
isticians, I wouldn't be 
able to list all of the stuff 
that they did for me and 
for the team. They were 
all such an intricate part 
of the wrestling commu- 
nity, promoting our pro- 
gram and trying to build 
an atmosphere with emo- 
tional and mental health 
well-being by doing: all 
sorts of different things. 

“IT have to thank the 
parents. I can't thank 
them enough for giving 
me the opportunity to be 
a part of their young per- 
son's life, whether it was 
as a wrestler, a manager, 
or a Statistician and the 
countless hours each one 
of them put in. Wrestling 
is a tough sport. There's 
nobody out there to lean 
on - you are out there by 
yourself.

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Hall of Fame Profile 
Rogers could run, could score and knew how to win

WILMINGTON - 
Looking back at the ath- 
letic career of Caleb 
Rogers, it's really impres- 
sive. His accomplish- 
ments and accolades are 
a mile long and it's hard 
to imagine that many 
other athletes can say 
that they helped lead a 
team to a sectional final 
appearance, as well as 
being part of a state 
championship relay team 

in track. 
Rogers excelled in three 
sports, soccer and then 


indoor and outdoor track. 
He was a goal scorer in 
soccer, and mostly a mid- 
dle distance runner in 
track. 

“It’s his work ethic that 
has made him so success- 
ful,” said former WHS 
Track Coach Bob Cripps 
to the Crier back in 2009 
when Rogers was named 
the paper's Male Athlete 
of the Year “Even in 
practice every day he 
works hard. Anything I 
ask him to do he will do it, 
because he is always try- 
ing to improve.” 

In winter track, Rogers 
shined in the 600-meters, 
the 1,000 meters and relay 
events. As a senior cap- 
tain, he was one of the 
best 600-runners in the 
state. He won the Cape 
Ann League 
Championship Meet with 
a time of 1:23.86, went on 
to finish second at the 
Division 3 Eastern Mass 
Championship : Meet 
(1:23.60) and then capped 
it off with a ninth place 
finish at the All-States 
(1:24.07). 

His time at the D3 
Eastern Mass Meet ranks 
him second all-time in 
program history behind 
Greg Young and his time 
at the CAL 
Championships _ places 
him fourth all-time. 

“It took me a few years 
to figure out that the 600 
was my best distance, 
after spending my first 
two years primarily run- 
ning the 800 and 1,000 
events,” said Rogers. 
“The race that I still 
remember pretty vividly 
was the. (Division 3 
Eastern Mass 
Championships) in 2010 at 
the Reggie Lewis Center. 
Unfortunately I took sec- 
ond place in a ‘photo fin- 
ish' but that was where I 
ran my career personal 
best time. 

“Winning the 600 at the 
Cape Ann League champi- 
onships was another one 
of my best races - I think 
_ that was my personal 
record until the state 
championship race.” 

Rogers was also an 
important member of the 
4x400 relay team. As a 
junior, along with three 
seniors including Jon 
Parrella, Bobby Folk and 
Jimmy DiNuccio, the four 
ended up winning the CAL 
Championship Meet with 
a blazing time of 3:30.42. 
Throughout that season, 
their times ended up rank- 
ing second, third, fourth, 
fifth and sixth fastest in 
program history, only 
trailing the Hall of Fame 
team of 1993 featuring 
Tom Aprile, Tom Killilea, 
Tom Zaya and Danny 
Ballou. 

Rogers and his three 
teammates were unde- 


personal 


feated throughout the reg- 
ular season before having 
tremendous success in the 
post-season. The group 
finished second at the 
Mcintyre Relays and first 
at the Cape Ann League 
Championships (3:30.06), 
which prepared them for 
the Division 3 Eastern 
Mass Championship 
Meet. That's when the 
foursome captured the 
state title, setting a new 
meet record with a time 
of 3:28.39, just edging out 
the team from Randolph. 

Rogers was the key cog 
in the victory as the 
Wildcats trailed in the 


race until he grabbed the 
baton. By the time he was 
done and was handing the 
baton off to DiNuccio, he 
had given his teammates 
a 15-yard line and had a 
personal best 
split time of 51.2 seconds. 

“He ran an incredible 

race,” Cripps said at the 
time. “He took off like he 
was shot out of a cannon 
and he never let up and he 
put us in great position to 
win.” 
Rogers said so much of 
the relay team's success 
was due to the talent and 
efforts of his three team- 
mates. 

“The 4x400 is always the 
last event of any track 
meet, with the final 
win/loss results of many 
meets coming down to the 
results of that one race. 
Jon, Bobby, Jimmy and 
myself all thrived in that 
pressure throughout the 
season. More than any- 
thing though I think we 
just loved having fun with 
it. 

“That year we all went 
and purchased matching 
track spikes to really play 
the part - I think there's a 
picture out there some- 
where of us posing with 
them after our state 
championship win. 

“Jon was able to get out 
quick and stay tight with 
the group of leaders, 
Bobby ran another solid 
leg to keep us within a few 
steps of Randolph. I never 
liked getting the baton in 
the lead, so having some- 
one to chase down was 
definitely what I needed 
to run such a fast time. 
When I handed off the 
baton to Jimmy with a 
small lead, I knew we had 
a great chance as Jimmy 
never gave up a lead. That 
race is definitely some- 
thing I look back on from 
time to time and I could- 
n't be more proud of what 
we accomplished.” 

The accolades and 
accomplishments _ kept 
coming with spring track. 
Again a team captain dur- 
ing his senior year, he spe- 
cialized in the 400 and 800- 
meters, and also was a 
key ‘part in the relay 
races. In the 400-meters, 
Rogers is fourth all-time 
in program history with a 
time of 51.53 seconds. He 
placed third at the Cape 
Ann League 
Championships .(51.8) and 
was seventh. at the 
Division 3 State 
Championships (51:89). 

“I primarily stuck to the 
400 during my junior and 
senior years and had 
some pretty good times in 
the 51 (second) range,” he 
said. “Every now and then 
I would try my hand at 
the 800 again for fun - but 
always returned back to 
the 400. Luckily for us dur- 
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ing’ my junior year, we 
were bringing the same 
relay team from that state 
championship winter sea- 
son back outside to the 
full size track. I think that 
really helped us stay com- 
petitive - and of course we 
still had our matching 
spikes.” 

In addition to his indi- 
vidual success, during his 
junior year as a member 
of the 4x400 team along 
with, Parrella, Folk and 
DiNuccio, the group con- 
tinued their remarkable 
run by going undefeated 
once again in the regular 
season against every 
Cape Ann League team 
they faced. 

After that, they went on 
to win the relay title at the 


Cape Ann League 
Championship Meet 
(3:30.01), beating their 


closest competitors by a 
huge margin of ten sec- 
onds. The foursome also 
finished third in the 
Division 3 State 
Championships (3:27.31) 
and was 19th at the All- 
States (3:34.71). 

In soccer, Rogers made 
a lot of things happen. A 
forward/midfielder, he 
tallied 11 goals and would 
help lead the Wildcats to a 
remarkable 18-1-3 season 
losing its only game of the 
season in the Division 2 
North sectional finals 
against eventual state 
champion Concord- 
Carlisle. It was. the 
Wildcats first appearance 
in a sectional final in 
eleven years. 

“That was a really fun 
season. Most of the play- 
ers on that team had been 
playing soccer together 
since we were all like five 
years old, so to put togeth- 
er such a strong final sea- 
son was pretty incredible 
to be a part of,” he said. 
“One memory that sticks 
with me is our playoff win 
at home against 
Newburyport that went all 
the way to penalty kicks 
for us to advance. Marty 
(Bamberg) made some 
great saves to keep us in 
it, and I was able to get 
the last penalty kick past 
their goalie to seal our 
win. Our loss to Concord- 
Carlisle was an ugly one, 
but I was still so proud of 
our team and the success 
we were able to bring to 
WHS that season.” 

End of season honors 
included Cape Ann 
League All-Conference, 
Eastern Mass All-Star, 
Lowell Sun All-Star and 
Agganis All-Star game 
MVP. 

“Caleb is a real good, all- 
around player. He’s got 
good skills, good speed, 
great endurance, he can 
defend, he can play mid- 
field and he’s just a real 
versatile player,” head 
coach Steve Scanlon said 
back in the 2009 AOY arti- 
cle. “He’s strong and he’s 
just a real good kid. The 
kids have a lot of respect 
for him and he’s just one 
of those kids you want on 
your team. 

“He’s improved because 
of his strength - I mean 
he’s a big strong kid who 
never stops working. He

has that engine that never 
stops. He can play ata 
really high clip and you 
could have him go for the 
full 80 minutes if you 
needed him too. He’s just 
been a real good player 
for us. I think Caleb was a 
top notch captain for us. 
He was really respected 
by his teammates and the 
coaches. You won’t meet a 
nicer kid. He’s just an all- 
around _ student-athlete 
and a great kid. He 
always had the team 
first.” 

Rogers was asked about 
his ability to find the back 
of the net, and scoring 
many clutch goals. 

“We had great players at 
every position. Marty 
Bamberg in net and Colin 
Foley at sweeper were the 
foundation of our rock 
solid defense that year. 
Midfielders Chris DiCecca 
and Nick Godzyk were 
great at controlling the 
flow of the game and mov- 
ing the ball upfield - mak- 
ing my job easy some- 
times,” said Rogers. “For 
many of my goals, I just 
made good runs to get 
open or ran fast to beat 
defenders, then they 
would get me the ball and 
I just had to beat the 
goalie. Mike Murphy was 
great at moving the ball

across the field whether it 
be with his leg or by his 
incredible throw-ins - I 
know I capitalized on a 
few of those.” 

Before he officially left 
WHS, Rogers earned a lot 
of bigger awards. He was 
named the Dr. Fagan 
Most Outstanding Male 
Athlete Award winner and 
also was a recipient of the 
Thomas Holmes 
Scholarship to the 
Missouri University of 
Science and Technology, 
Rogers graduated with a 
degree in Mechanical 
Engineering. He is cur- 
rently an Engineer II and 
resides in Topeka, Kansas 
with his wife Olivia. 

“T took a break from run- 
ning for a few years after 


‘college, but I soon transi- 


tioned from middle-dis- 
tance to longer  dis- 
tances,” he said. “I ran 
my first half-marathon 
last year in 2021, got into 
cycling in 2022, and once I 
complete my Master's 
Degree in Mechanical 
Engineering this 
December, I plan to add 
swimming and get into 
Triathlon in 2023.” 

Upon hearing the news 
that he was going to be 
inducted, Rogers and his 
wife made the trip to the 
Tewksbury Elks and was 
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ced to the Division 2 North Sectional Final, losing to the eventual

part of the induction cere- 
mony held back on 
November 5th. 

“A few months ago I 
received a phone. call 
from Mark DiGiovanni 
who shared the news that 
I had been selected for the 
Hall of Fame. It was defi- 
nitely a surprise - there've 
been a lot of great ath- 
letes to go through WHS, 
so I am truly honored to 
be selected and excited to 
come home to celebrate,” 
he said in an email before 
the actual event took 
place.” 

During his induction 
speech, he thanked a 
number of people, who he 
also wanted to thank here 
in the newspaper. 

“T want to thank all my 
coaches - Steve Scanlon, 
Chip Bruce, Bob Cripps 
and Mike Kinney - who all 
helped keep me at my 
peak performance as an 
athlete during my time at 
WHS. I also want to thank 
all of my teammates that 
I was lucky enough to 
compete with as I would- 
n't have earned many of 
my accomplishments 
without their hard work 
and dedication,” he said.

The Wilmington High 
School Boy’s Ice Hockey 
program has experienced 
much success over the 
years. Making its first trip 
to the Boston Garden for 
an Eastern 
Massachusetts 
Championship in 1984, the 
Wildcats suffered an 8-3 
loss to eventual State 
Champ Christopher 
Columbus High School. 

Under the direction of 
Hall of. Fame _ coach 
Stephen Scanlon, the 
Wildeats have made 22 
state tournament appear- 
ances since the 1994-1995 
season including five 
North Sectional Final 
appearances in which 
they were successful in 
three of those. 

The Wildcats had last 
reached the State 
Championship game in 
2008, losing 1-0 to 
Sandwich. That team fin- 
ished 17-3-4, including a 
15-game unbeaten streak. 
Just three years later, 
the Wildcats would enter 
the 2011-2012 season as a 
member of the powerful 
Middlesex League for the 
first time in its history. 
Competing against clubs 
from Burlington, 
Stoneham, Melrose, 
Wakefield, Woburn, 
Reading, Winchester, 
Arlington, Lexington and 
Belmont, many believed 
that the Middlesex League 
was the best public high 
school hockey league in 
the state. 

The Wildcats were com- 
ing off another successful 
season having won their 
fourth straight Cape Ann 
League title, were the top 
seed in the Division 2 
North Sectional tourna- 
ment, advanced to the 
sectional semi-finals and 
finished with an overall 
record of 18-2-3. 

While the Wildcats lost 
several key players from 
that team, especially on 
the blue line, it appeared 
as if the future was very 
bright, as many of those 
players would return - 
mostly on the forward 
lines. 

Led by Scanlon along 
with assistants Mike 
Cabral, Mark DiGiovanni, 
Chip Bruce and Jason 
Dango, sole captain 
Dalton Rolli, and the 
Wildeats would never 
have a night off in the 
mostly Division 1 
Middlesex league, finish- 
ing the regular season 
with an 11-4-5 record; 13 of 
those regular season 
games would have a final 
score within one goal or 
less. 

Earning a second place 
finish in the league to 
Burlington, the Wildcats 
would be seeded 8th in the 
Division 2 State 
Tournament. They would 
rally off three straight 
victories against former 
Cape Ann League rivals 
Newburyport, top seeded 
Lynnfield and North 
Andover before entering 
the Division 2 North 
Sectional Final against a 
Winthrop team that had 
not been scored upon 
throughout the entire 
tournament. 

A back and forth game, 
the teams battled to a tie 
game until late in the 
third period when the 
Wildcats would _break- 
through for good getting a 
go ahead goal with 2:08 
remaining and adding an 
empty netter one minute 
later to seal the win for 
the Wildcats. 

That win would send 
them on to the Division 2 
State Championship game 
at the TD Garden against 
South Sectional Champion 
and returning state final- 
ist Franklin. 

Led by a performance 
for the ages by junior for- 
ward Cam Owens, the 
Wildcats would go on to 
capture the Division 2 
State Championship with 
a thrilling 3-2 victory. 
Owens scored all three 
Wilmington goals, with 
the first two coming in the 
second period as_ the 
Wildcats built a 2-0 lead 

only to see Franklin (19-3- 
3) tie the score before the 
end of the frame. 

The Wildcats bounced 
back to dominate the 
third period and Owens 
scored the game winner 
with 7:33 left in the game 
and Wilmington held on

Catholic to a close 4-3 nail 
biter of a loss. 

The Wildcats landed as 
the number 2 seed in the 
Division 2 State 
Tournament and would go 
on to defeat Stoneham, 
Boston Latin and _ top 
seeded Lincoln Sudbury in 


a convincing 6-0 victory 


before battling Danvers in 
the North Sectional Final. 

The Wildcats would 
prove to be too powerful 


for Danvers as_ well, 
defeating them by a score 
of 7-2 to punch their ticket 
back to the Garden. . 

A familiar foe would 
await the Wildcats in the 
Division 2 State 
Championship as 
Franklin battled their way 
back for a third consecu- 
tive time. 

Before a 3,500 crowd, the 
Wildcats responded to the 
challenge of repeating as 
Champions as they defeat- 
ed Franklin 4-0. 

The Wildcats took a 1-0 
lead in the ‘first period 
that lasted until the third 
period where they added 
three more to preserve 
their place in 
Massachusetts High 
School Hockey history as 
back to back State Ice 


Hockey Champions. 

Furthermore, divisional 
rival Burlington would 
once again repeat as 
Division 1 State 
Champions, the same 
team that the Wildcats 
defeated by a five-goal 
margin in the regular sea- 
son. The Wildcats would 
finish with a 21-3-2 record 
while eight Wildcat play- 
ers would tally double 
digit points. 

Cam Owens would break 
the WHS All-Time Scoring 
record and Drew Foley 
would record nine 
shutouts including a 1.18 
Goals Against Average 
and .928 Save Percentage. 
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Parsons was electric on both sides of the ball 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.cqm 
WILMINGTON - Over 
the years, the Wilmington 
High School Football 
team has had a long list of 
outstanding two-way play- 
ers, in particular run- 
ning/fullbacks and_line- 

backers. 

Certainly John Parsons 
fits right in that mold. 

Back on November 5th, 
Parsons was one of the 12 
athletes inducted into the 
Wilmington High School 
Athletic Hall of Fame. 
While he also played bas- 
ketball, known for his 
toughness underneath the 
basket and rebounding, he 
also was such a versatile 
and strong athlete, that he 
competed in_ lacrosse, 
baseball and track-and- 
field during the spring 
seasons, thus making five 
different varsity teams 
during his high school 
career, which came to a 
complete in the spring of 
2012. 

Now ten years later, he 
received an unexpected 
phone call from interim 
WHS Athletic Director 
Dennis Ingram. 

“Dennis called me and 
left me a voicemail asking 
to call him back. At first I 
thought he might be look- 
ing to former players for 
support with the opening 
as Athletic Director, but 
soon after he proceeded 
to tell me that I was going 
to be inducted (into the 
Hall of Fame),” said 
Parsons. “I felt extremely 
honored and appreciative. 
It felt nice to know that all 
my efforts during those 
years haven’t gone unno- 
ticed or have been forgot- 
ten.” 

Growing up in town, 
Parsons played many dif- 
ferent sports, but football 
was always his No. 1 
sport, following a family 
trait. His uncle Gerry 
Sullivan is a former WHS 
and UMass Lowell player, 
who returned to coach the 
Wildcats for three sea- 
sons, well before Parsons 
suited up. John's older 
brother Ryan didn't play 
football, instead played 
basketball. 

During his football 
career, Parsons dominat- 
ed games between run- 
ning back and linebacker. 
On the defensive side, he 
surely gave a number of 
crushing hits. 

“He has that gift where 
he has a nose for the 
ball,” said former WHS 
coach Mike Barry. “He 
makes plays from tackle- 
to-tackle. He makes plays 
in the passing game and 
on the outside, too. He’s 
very productive. He has a 
pop to him. He has that 


God-given ability just to. 


hit. Some of his biggest 
hits have come when he’s 
been at fullback blocking 
people. So he’s delivering 
blows on both sides of the 
ball. He just has that 
instinctive ability to bend 
his knees and deliver a 
blow.” 

While Parsons had sev- 
eral incredible individual 
performances as a run- 
ning back, he was in on 


every play on the defen- 
sive end as a linebacker 
and always registered 
double figures in tackles. 
“I would agree that I was 
a better defensive player 
than offense to a certain 
degree,” he replied. “I had 
opportunities beforehand 
to switch off as starting 
running back. but other 
players were upperclass- 
men so I didn’t mind play- 
ing fullback instead 
(early in my career) and 
letting them have their 
time. I knew I would get 
my time to shine as well. 


“The biggest challenge . 


was senior year when I 
was not only the starting 
running back but also the 
middle linebacker. I was 
more exhausted. It’s awe- 
some to rush for so many 
yards a game, but the 
downside was when we 
would be on defense. I was 
drained for the first few 
plays after just running 
the ball.” 

As a 
Parsons was named to the 
Cape Ann League team 
and was Wilmington’s 
Defensive MVP. As a jun- 
ior he was earned those 
same two awards after 
finishing the season with 
131 tackles, including five 
stops for a loss of yards, a 
fumble recovery and two 
interceptions. He had sim- 
ilar defensive numbers as 
a senior. 

On the flip side of. that, 
the 6-foot-2, 205 pounder 
was an outstanding run- 
ning back. 

In 2009 as a sophomore, 
he had 143 rushing yards 
and three scores in limit- 
ed duties. The following 
year he bumped up his 
status and finished with 
over 700, yards and 8 
scores. As a senior, he fin- 
ished just under 1,300 
yards from scrimmage 
with 14 touchdowns; two 
receiving scores for 102 
total points on the season. 
During that season, he 
had six games of 100 rush- 
ing yards or more, includ- 
ing three games of over 
200 yards. 

In the first game of the 
season (Wilmington's 
first in the Middlesex 


League), he had 229 rush- 


ing yards and three touch- 
downs in a win over 
Arlington. Later on, sev- 
eral of other bigger 
games included 286 yards 
and three touchdowns 
against Stoneham as well 
as 170 yards and two 
scores against Watertown. 

“The Arlington and 
Watertown games defi- 
nitely stand out to me 
because most of my 
career I was known for 
my defensive ability and 
not my offensive talent,” 
he said. “I finally was 
given the opportunity to 
showcase my skills on 
both sides of the ball and 
just ran with it - no pun 
intended. Another game 
that sticks out to me is 
playing against Triton 
sophomore year where I 
had 25-plus tackles in a 
single game.” 

Overall Barry said that 
Parsons did it all on the 
field. 

“He’s probably one of

the more complete foot- 
ball players I’ve seen in 
recent years,” said Barry. 
“The big thing with him is 
his consistency. When you 
look at his game films he 
always plays well. Knock 
on wood, I’ve never seen 
him turn in a stinker. And 
that’s rare when you con- 
sider he’s played 23 foot- 
ball games over the last 
three years. — 

“He really does it all. 
He’s fast, but the big thing 
is he’s a downhill runner. 
You’ll see a couple moves 
here and there, and he 
can run away from peo- 
ple, but he’s at his best 
lowering his shoulder and 
running straight ahead. 
He may enjoy offense 
more and scoring touch- 
downs. But I think defense 
comes a little more natu- 
ral to him. He just has a 
knack for hitting people.” 

When his football career 
was over, Parsons had a 
long list of accolades. He 
was a three-time All- 
League player and was 
named the Middlesex 
League's Freedom 
Division MVP as a senior. 
He was named as a'Lowell 
Sun First Team All-Star, a 
Boston Globe All- 
Scholastic, and was also 
named a Shriners Bowl 
All-Star and went on to be 
named the game's 
Defensive MVP. He was 
also chosen as the Dr. 
Fagan Award, as the most 
outstanding male athlete 
at Wilmington 
School. 

All of that was nice, but 
certainly not why Parsons 
played or what he remem- 
ber the most. 

“Football. definitely was 
a major role during my 
athletics for sure, however 
during my career. with 
varsity we went 9-2, 9-2, 8- 
3, and 8-2,” he said. 
“Senior year we switched 
leagues to the Middlesex 
so we were unable to find 
an eleventh game that 
season. That sophomore 
year Thanksgiving game 
(a 34-22 win) would defi- 
nitely be one of my top 
memories while playing.

remember the bond that 
we all built together, not 
only during games and 
practice but off the field 
as well. We held football 
dinners the night before 
games and those were 
times we always were able 
to grow closer and create 
everlasting friendships 
that still are going strong 
even after ten years.” 

Parsons was asked about 
his development in the 
game of football. 

“I did attend a few 
camps over the years, but 
what I think the biggest 
help was being a multi- 
sport athlete. This helped 
me to stay in peak shape 
year round and pushed 
me to work out more and 
more. My uncle Gerald 
also was huge help seeing 
how he had such a great 
understanding of the 
game from both a players 
point to view as well as a 
coaching perspective. He 
always was there to push 
me but let me make my 
own choices as well to 
learn for myself.” 

After high ~ school, 
Parsons went on to play 
one year at Southern 
Connecticut University. 
He was a middle line- 
backer and was named to 
the NCAA _ All-Rookie 
team. He left the program 
after an injury. Still today 
he plays the game in 
semi-professional leagues. 

He said there's a few 
people he needs to thank 
for all of their help and 
support over the years. 

“l’d like to thank my 
parents (Wayne and 
Maureen), my family, all 
of my fellow teammates 
and my friends. Anyone 
who supported me or any- 
one who rooted against 
me cause good or bad it 
was all motivational,” he 
said. Also I would like to 
say thank (the Town 
Crier), for always being 
there for all of us ath- 
letes.” 

Today, Parsons works as 
an Operator Engineer for 
Local-4 Union and said 
that he still remains 
friends with many of his 
former Wildcat team-

No. 2 seed Redmen prevail over 
No. 1 seed D-Y in epic, four-set battle 


Tewksbury Volleyball 
team crowned D3 __ 
State Champions 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WORCESTER - When 
the Dennis-Yarmouth's 
serve landed into the net, 
giving the Tewksbury 
Redmen its 25th point to 
win the game, and the 
fourth set, the players off 
the bench quickly ran out 
to the floor and hugged, 
celebrated and_ cried 
together, knowing they all 

made history. 

That 25th point gave the 
No. 2 seed Tewksbury a 3- 
1 win ((26-24, 23-25, 29-27 
and 25-14) over the No. 1 
seed Dennis-Yarmouth to 
capture the Division 3 
state championship title 
played before a loud and 
packed house at Worcester 
State University on Friday 
night. 

This is the school’s ninth 
state championship title, 
following three from boys 
hockey, three from foot- 
ball, one from girls hockey 
and one from girls outdoor 
track. 

“!’m just happy to be 
here with my team,” said 
tri-captain Ava 
Fernandez, the team's 
libero. “We wanted this 
ever since we lost in the 
semi-finals last year. This 
was our revenge tour and 
tonight it was completed. 
We did it for everyone, for 
us, for the program and 
we made program history 
by coming here.” 

This game was nothing 
short of spectacular. 
Dennis-Yarmouth was an 
extremely strong team, 
with several outstanding 
players including Grace 
Presswood, who will con- 
tinue to play next year at 
the University of 
Bridgeport, as well as set- 
ter Eliana Castano. She 
set up Presswood all night 
long so she could drill the 
ball into the bodies of the 
Redmen players or onto 
the floor or inbetween sev- 
eral defenders. 

Each of the first three 
sets were decided by two 
points. The first set alone 
the teams were tied or 
exchanged 1-point lead 23 
times and in set three it 
was 30 times. It was like a 
ping-pong match, going 
back-and-forth with long 
volleys, crushing shots 
with every player on both 
sides, showing the ulti- 
mate heart and desire to 
take this one home. 

In the end Tewksbury 
was the team that did 


that. 
After the semi-final win 
last Tuesday over 


Newburyport, head coach 
Alli Luppi said in order to 
beat DY, her big players 


had to play big. They cer- 
tainly all did. Senior 
Carrina Barron was 
tremendous all night and 
then down the stretch she 
simply took the match 
over. She ended the night 
with 28 kills and 28 digs. 
Kiley Kennedy was 
immense and she finished 
with 35 assists, 11 digs and 
two service aces. 
Fernandes had 21 digs, 
Vanessa Green had 11 kills 
and McKayla Conley came 
through with a number of 
big plays, especially in the 
fourth set. 

“T am so proud of them. 
Our big players did play 
big this game. And it was- 
n’t a perfect game. We had 
stretches where we didn’t 
look great, like our second 
set and that happens. Our 
big players said, ‘this isn’t 
how our season ends’ and 
they stepped up and they 
took over,” said Luppi. 
“Carrina stepped in and 
took those huge swings. 
Tori (Rowe) by the third 
and fourth set was in it 
and played really, really 
well. Kiley (Kennedy) 
played really well so just 
those key players, Ava 
(Fernandes), Jennie 
(Lester), just everybody 
worked together and 
played well. That’s how 
you win and that’s what 
we did.” 

It was just a year ago 


-when Tewksbury stormed 


through the first statewide 
tournament, but fell to 
eventual state champion 
Old Rochester in five sets. 
They went on to beat 
Dennis-Yarmouth in the 
finals and the Dolphins 
are now the two-time state 
finalists, an incredible 
accomplishment in itself. 
“We kind of knew coming 
into this that both teams 
were really evenly 
matched, and it was evi- 
dent in the first three sets 
because no set was won by 
less than two points,” D-Y 
head coach Dru Sisson 
said to the Cape Cod 
Times. “I think ultimately 
it was the momentum 
changer in set three. I 
think either team that won 
(set three) would have 


come through in the 
fourth set. 
“(Tewksbury) is very 


similar to how we are and 
it was a game of who was 
going to make the mis- 
takes,” Sisson said. “I 
think we had a lot of 
uncharacteristic missed 
serves. It wasn't a lack of 
leadership by anyone on 
the team. My seniors put 
everything they had into

proud of them for that." 

Tewksbury graduated a 
handful of key players off 
of last year's squad, and 
then had to do some 
internal fixing, between 
switching some players to 
different positions, as 
well as ‘attitude adjust- 
ing'. 

“This is just amazing. 
We worked so hard to get 
here. We had a very suc- 
cessful season, but a lot 
of work was happening 
internally,” said Luppi. 
“A lot of work was done 
personally with relation- 
ships and working togeth- 
er. So, to get here not 
only with the amount of 
skill and practice that it 
took, but the amount of 
work that we had to do as 
a team is truly remark- 
able and they are the 
most amazing group of 
girls. It takes a very, very 
special group to make it 
this far and win and 
they're that group.

From there the lead 
never got past two points 
until Kennedy's slam for 
a kill made it 24-21, but 
DY didn't quit as they ral- 
lied to score the next 
three to tie it up at 24.

“We were (mentally) 
tough tonight. Not that

Co-Captain LeBlanc plays multiple positions on both sides

WILMINGTON - Back on 
October 14th, Peter 
LeBlanc had a game - a 
second half really - that 
he will never forget. 

In an incredible come- 
back bid that fell just 
short at 41-35, LeBlanc, 
who has been used all over 
the place on offense and 
defense this season, 
scored three touchdowns 
on runs of 54, 95 and 11 
yards against Burlington. 
He finished the game with 
a season and career high 

168 rushing yards. 

' Since that game the co- 
captain hasn't found the 
end zone again, but a big 
part of that is because 
he's been shifted to so 
many different spots. 

“Peter has had a great 
year and really a great 
career for us. We've 
moved him around all sea- 
son at linebacker, defen- 
sive end and (on offense) 
he has played wing for us 
and he's been at running 
back,” said Wildcat head 
coach Craig Turner. “He's 
just one of those kids who 
will do anything you ask 
and never hear boo from 
him.” 


While LeBlanc is pretty 
versatile on both sides of 


the ball, he's also pretty | 


rugged out there. 

“He's a tough kid. I think 
every single game he's 
come over to talk to me 
and he's had blood spilling 
down his face or off his 
neck,” said Turner. “He's 
been very good for us and 
just a hard working kid. 

“I'm excited to see him 
play in his last game. Well 
not in a good way as I'll be 
sad to see him leave, but I 
know this is a big stage for 
him and I'm excited for 
him to get that opportuni- 
ty. 
“I think he's going to 


have a big game for us. 


He's played really well the 
last few weeks. I think 
these guys know that the 
competition is going to be 
ratcheted up so I'm excit- 
ing to see what he does 
(on Thursday ).” 

On the season, LeBlanc 
has 43 carries for 320 
yards and those three 
touchdowns.

Wilmington start- 
ed the season out 0-8 
before winning their last 
two games in the. consola- 
tion round against Dracut 
and Medford. If you chat 
with LeBlanc about the 
team's record, he never 
mentioned how tough or 
grinding it's been. 

“(Fellow captain Joey 
Kullman and I) have tried 
our hardest (to keep the 
spirits up),” he said. “The 
fact that everyone still 
comes out here every sin- 
gle day and has some fun 
means something. No one 
gave up, Everyone wanted 
to win and everyone has 
wanted to play. _ 

“T have loved the season 
so far. It's been really fun. 
It's my last year. I haven't 
taken a single moment for 
granted. I know this is it 
and my last game. This 
one matters more than 


anything. The rest of the 
season doesn't matter as 
much.

TEWKSBURY - Before 
he became a varsity play- 
er last year, Blake Ryder 
was a jack-of-all-trades 
kind of guy during his 
subvarsity seasons, 
whether it was a wide 
receiver as a freshman, 
and then dabbling as a 
quarterback as a sopho- 
more. 

Thanks to a_ growth 
spurt and some added 
muscle, Ryder not only 
made the leap from JV to 
varsity as a junior, but he 
became a starting tight 
end, shifting over. from 
that wide-out spot. 

The senior tri-captain 
has been there ever since. 
He's caught a combined 
14 catches for 144 yards 
and two scores, both com- 
ing this season, but he's 
been such an important 
player on the edge, setting 
up blocks so the backs 
can get to the outside. 

“Blake has come a long 
way. Freshman year he 
was more of a_ wide 
receiver. He then grew a 
little bit and put on some 
weight,” said head coach 
Brian Aylward. “We had 
lost Will McKay from the 
year before, so last year 
we said to him, 'hey Blake 
you're going to do some 
tight end stuff'. His back- 
ground with the wide 
receiver piece helps him 
with the pass game stuff, 
but he had to really grind 
to work on his blocking 
and what we needed him 
to do. I think together 
with him and Paxson 
Green we were able to do 
some two tight end stuff.” 

Going from a_ wide 
receiver to a tight end did- 
n't happen overnight. 
Ryder spent a lot of time 
in the weight room, and a 
lot of time getting instruc- 
tions from veteran line 
coach Paul Norton. 

“Blake has __ really 
worked on his blocking. 
He's had some big games 
for us and has made some 
big plays from that tight 
end position from the 
play-action stuff that we 
have done,” said Aylward. 
“You have to be unselfish 
and want to do that kind

of work (to play that posi- 
tion).” 

Being on the perimeter, 
one of the things that 
Ryder has really excelled 
at this season is establish- 
ing the edge, so senior 
running back Alex 
Arbogast can take those 
jet sweeps and pitches, 
and get around that block, 
turn the corner and turn 
on his own jets. 

“T just put my hands up 
in the air and watch 
(Arbogast) go,” said 
Ryder with a big laugh. 
“There will be a kid fif- 
teen yards down the field 
and Alex will hit the side- 
line and it's like a light- 
ning bolt. You just don't 
see him. It's crazy how 
fast he is. I get gassed just 
running down the field 
three times a game (after 
him).” 

As a team, Tewksbury 
has rushed for 2,805 yards 
and have scored 260 points 
this season. There's been 
times when the offense 
has sputtered a bit, main- 
ly against those top eche- 
lon teams like Billerica, 
Chelmsford and 
Marlboro. 

For the most part,. the 
offense has done well, 
with Arbogast, Sean 
Hirtle and Hunter 
Johnson taking the car- 
ries, while sophomore 
Vinnie Ciancio has thrown 
over 1,000 yards in his 
rookie season at QB. 

“Being a sophomore, it's 
tough coming out and 
there's a lot of pressure 
on you (but Ciancio has 
handled it very well),” 
said Ryder. “Our run 
game is one of the best 
(around). We have Alex 
and Sean. Sean runs like 
a maniac and Alex is 
lightning fast. We pass the 
ball too, so we have 
(Michael Sullivan), Kenny 
(Nguyen) and we (would 
have had) Colby (Flahive, 
but he got hurt).

can really throw the 
ball, a running back who 
is the fastest kid in the 
state, and several other 
talented players, who con- 
stantly make big plays. 

For the 'Cats to pull this 
one off, they need to hang 
on to the ball, need to 
move the chains behind 
power running back 
Dempsey Murphy, and 
then defensively, have to 
contain Alex Arbogast 
and Sean Hirtle, and then 
the passing game from 
Vinnie Ciancio. All very 
tough challenges. 

“If we can just not turn 
the ball over and are able 
to run it, that can possibly 
put us in a good spot (to 
compete with them). We 
can't turn the ball over 
and we can't give up the 
big plays,” said Wildcat 
head coach Craig Turner.

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Hirtle overcomes injuries, 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
TEWKSBURY - When 
asked what he knows 
about Tewksbury, it didn't 
take long before 
Wilmington High School 
coach Craig Turner 

brought up No. 30. 

“Every time I turn on 
film on Tewksbury, I like 
(Sean) Hirtle more and 
more,” said Turner. “He's 
just tough and he does all 
of the little things. 
Whether (head coach) 
Brian (Aylward) asks him 
to block, to run or catch, 
he does it all. He's the 
typical Tewksbury back. 
You'll see him at tight end 
sometimes, see him in the 
backfield and he's a kid 
who you have to figure out 
where he is for every 
play.” 

Hirtle has had a terrific 
season for the Redmen. 
While he has shined with 
a number of long kick-off 
returns, and then lower-

men while taking a carry 
up the gut, he's been out- 
standing on defense as a 
linebacker. 

“On defense he covers a 
lot of the field for us. We 
try to put him into differ- 
ent positions and try to 
take away what the other 
team is doing,” said 
Aylward. “He's usually a 
big part of whatever that 
game plan is week in and 
week out. He's had a 
great year for us and he 
should have a big game 
for us, hopefully this 
(Thursday). He knows 
that he has one more big 
one left.” 

Hirtle didn't play in last 
year's Thanksgiving Day 
game. Then during that 
Fall-2 season, there was 
obviously no 
Thanksgiving Day game, 
but he didn't play at all. 

“Sean had a rough go 
early on (in his career). 
He had a back injury that 
kind of held him out dur- 
ing that (Fall-2) COVID 
season, which I think 
(had he. played) would 
have been real helpful to 


him. That held him out,” 
said Aylward. “We knew 
that he would be a great 
player. He had a great 
freshmen season for us. 

“Last year it was a little 
bit of a learning curve out 
of the gate to get it going 
but by mid-season he was 
playing great.

“The second one came 
last year in the) Dracut 
game. I tackled a kid and 
my thumb bent back and 
it broke right before the 
joint. I tapped it up (when 
it first happened). At first 
I thought I had just 
jammed it and I played 
the rest of the game, but 
after that I tried to go to 
practices and stuff and it 
really hurt. It all fat and 
blue - it didn't look good.

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Watson taking his Army of 
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teammates with him for this last battle 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - At 6- 
feet, 205 pounds, Ryan 
Watson is certainly not 
the biggest offensive tack- 


le to suit up for 
Wilmington High on 
Thanksgiving Day. 

He may not be the quick- 


est, and he may not domi- 
nate his share of match- 
ups, but he's extremely 
scrappy. 

And when it comes to 
the tradition of Wildcat 
Football, if you are scrap- 
py, it takes you a long way 
on the field, and in life. 

“He's a hard working kid 
and I think it's really 
going to do him well in his 
next step (after high 
school) going into the 
Army (Reserves),” said 
WHS head coach Craig 
Turner. “I have all of the 
respect in the world for 
him doing that and decid- 
ing to take that step and 
serve the country. Our 
coaching staff tells him 
all of the time how proud 
we are to be his coach. 
Going down that path says 
a lot about him and his 
character. He will be a 
very successful kid -- I 
know that.” ; 

Watson has already been 
successful under the com- 
mand of Turner - who 
often tried to find some- 
one else for the offensive 
tackle spot. 

“Ryan is the type of kid 
who you love to see the 
success that he's having. 
He's a hard-working kid 
and things have not come 
easy for him,” said 
Turner. “He has put us in 
a spot where he's earn 
(the starting position). 
And I say this with all of 
the love in my heart, 
we've tried to find guys 
who could beat him out, 
but every week he just 
kind of pushes people 
away. 

“He practices his 
absolute tail off every day 


to the point where he's the 
kid who is getting into 
scrapes with people 
because he goes a little bit 
harder than they like. I 
like those guys and those 
are the types of guys you 
want on the team.” 
Turner has been shuf- 
fling different players in 
and out of the line-up, 
nearly ever position, 
whether due to injuries or 
ineffectiveness, he's made 
some wholesale changes. 
“The line has been very 
fluent. I started early (in 


the season), then I didn't-~ 


start for a bit,” he admit- 
ted. “Then we had a fresh- 
man Noah Matton who 
did very well and then he 
got hurt. It's not rare if 
you're on the offensive 
line now and have played 
one, two or three different 
position. Michael Ings has 
literally played every 
position on the line. 

“We have definitely got- 
ten a lot better since day 
one and I think next year 
with all of the experience 
that the returning guys 
will have, they'll be real 
good.” 

Before next year hap- 
pens, the OL has to be 
‘really good' on Thursday 
against a Tewksbury 
defensive unit that is very 
stingy against the run. 
Without the 'Cats top 
scorer and back Michael 
Lawler, that challenge 
becomes even more diffi- 
cult. 

“They are still a very 
tough Tewksbury team 
but definitely not like the 
ones we have seen in the 
past,” he said. “I think we 
have a very good shot at 
taking this (game). We 
just have to stay consis- 
tent and even if we get 
down (early), we can't 
stay down. We have to 
stay up, because we know 
Tewksbury won't quit.” 

Tewksbury won't quit 
just like Watson hasn't. 
Despite losing his starting 
position for a game or 


two, or the team's tough 
0-8 start before winning 
the last two games, he has 
battled through the low 
and tough times. 

“(The season) has not 
been what we were hoping 
or expecting, but all in all 
it's been a good season 
and we have had fun,” he 
said. “These last two 
games getting the wins, 


-we needed those. If we 


were playing how we are 
now against some of those 
teams earlier in the sea- 
son, even some later in 
the season, we would be 
sitting here with a much 
better record. We were 
just very inexperienced. 
We should have steam- 
rolled Arlington Catholic 
and Greater Lowell (and 
started out 2-0).” 

After those tough early 
season losses, Watson said 
that the 'Cats showed a lot 
of character but not 
throwing in the towel, 
when they easily could 
have. 

“It was difficult (losing 
those first eight games), 
but we always kept the 
same energy. The week 
that we played Watertown 
was after we came up 


short against Melrose. We famme 


had a great week of prac- 
tice and I know we lost 
but the same thing with 
Stoneham. It kept build- 
ing. We had good prac- 
tices and it wasn't turning 
out in the games, in terms 
of wins, but when we got 
to the consolation games, 
then everything really 
started to come together.” 

While he says that things 
have started to come 
together on the field, they 
have for him as well, off 
the field. He made the 
decision to enlist into the 
US Army National Guard 
a while ago. 

“I was always thinking

Craig, Sean and Charlie 
have each experienced 
the highs and lows of 
Thanksgiving __ football, 
with Craig and Sean hav- 
ing experienced it as both 
a player and a coach. In 
the days leading up to this 
year's clash with 
Tewksbury, the Turners 
took a few moments to 
look back on what the day 
and the game means to 
each of them, reflecting 
on some of their favorite 
and even not so favorite 
Thanksgiving memories.

both as a player at 
Billerica High, where his 
teams lost three of four 
games -against 
Chelmsford, with one very 
notable victory along the 
way, as well as leading his 
Mystic Valley teams to 
three victories in four 
tries over Minuteman 
Regional as head coach 
from 2013-2016. 

It doesn't take long for 
Craig to come up with his 
greatest Thanksgiving 
memory. That came in his 
sophomore year, when the 
Indians, under the direc- 
tion of coach Peter Flynn, 
knocked off the Lions by a 
score of 9-7 and not only 
earned bragging rights in 
the rivalry for a year, but 
also earned a trip to the 
Super Bowl where they 
would beat Newton North 
for the title. As just a 
sophomore, Turner, a 
defensive tackle, was a 
pass rush specialist play- 
ing mainly on third downs 
and passing situations. 

“IT was a small part of 
the team, but I had a role 
on the team, so that made 
it fun," Craig said. "It 
was a great group of guys, 
and a lot like our guys 
now we had not had a 
good year the year before, 
so I always kind of lean on 
that experience of being 
part of that team as a 
freshman and how we 
kind of struggled but how 
we came back the next 
year and had a great year. 

"They had a field goal 
attempt to win at the end 
of the game, and that 
same field goal kicker had 
beaten us the prior year 
(23-20), but it was kind. of 
muddy and rainy that day, 
and he slipped and missed 
it, and we went to the 
Super Bowl. 

It is not just the memory 
of the game, however, it 
was the entire atmos- 
phere surrounding the 
game that Turner has 
etched in his memory. 

“It’s one of those things 
that you never forget, like 
the visual memories will 
stick with you forever. At 
Billerica at the Marshall 
Middle School, you have 
to walk up a hill to the 
field and I just remember 
seeing the massive 
amounts of people, five 
deep on the sideline and 
people sitting in trees," 
Craig said. "It was a pret- 
ty unbelievable scene. As 
a sophomore walking up I 
was like, ’this is insane’. 


There was a Channel Five 
news truck on the side- 
lines. It was just incredi- 
ble. I wasn’t able to sleep 
the night before the game, 
and I remember waking 
up and Charlie was 
already at the game tail- 
gating -- he was there 
before I was." 

As great as that memory 
was, Craig also remem- 
bers heartbreak on 
Thanksgiving, and he 
uses both the positive and 
negative to help prepare 
himself and his players 
for their chance to play in 
the biggest game of the 
year. 

"I remember as a junior 
losing to Chelmsford and 
just sitting on the bus 
bawling my eyes. out 
because I felt like we let 
the seniors down, and 
then losing again senior 
year," Craig said. "So you 
remember those tough 
memories. You’ also 
remember what it took to 
get there and have those 
opportunities to play and 
how special it was to play 
in that game in front of 
that many people. 

"Even now, I cry like a 
baby on Wednesday night 
and then I will cry like a 
baby on Thursday before 
the game _ too, just 
because this game brings 
up so different emotions 
and memories and heart- 
break, along with so 
many great memories." 


BRIGHTER HOLIDAY 
MORNINGS FOR SEAN 


Sean's experience in 
high school was much dif- 
ferent than Craig's, while 
playing for Shawsheen 
Tech in their rivalry 
against Greater Lowell. 
With Shawsheen's recent 
dominance in the rivalry, 
winning 17 straight before 
Greater Lowell bowed out 
of it this season, not a lot 
of people remember that 
in the early days of the 
matchup it was a hotly 
contested battle, with 
Greater Lowell actually 
winning four of five 
games at one point. But 
that all began to change 
in 2001, which was Sean's 
sophomore year with the 
Rams. 

The game he remembers 
most fondly however 


came in 2003, in a 12-6 vie- 
tory for the Rams in a 
game played on horrible 
field conditions at Greater 
Lowell. 

"I remember, it was my 


during their high school days. 
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senior year and it had 
snowed the night before," 
Sean said. "I remember 
showing up a little extra 
early making sure we had 
the right cleats to wear. I 
remember in particular 
the linemen going out and 
trying to break up the ice 
for our running backs so 
they would have a little 
extra traction. 


My freshman year was 


the last time we had lost 
to Greater Lowell, and 
then we had the start of 
the winning streak so I 
take a lot of pride in that, 
helping to start of the win- 
ning streak that lasted for 
so many years. As a cap- 
tain to be a part of that 
was very special for me.” 

Sean's Thanksgiving 
memories carry over to 
this day and he has 
shared with the current 
Wildcats players what a 
special game this is. 

"I have been telling the 
kids all week that this is 
something they will 
always remember," Sean 
said. "As a senior you 
have all of your family 
there and your friends 
and the community turns 
out to see the game. Mine 
was 14 or 15 years ago, 
and I still remember it as 
if it was yesterday, so it is 
a very special day." 


NOTHING COMPARES 
TO BEING A DAD 
Charlie, a 1980 graduate 
of Shawsheen Tech never 
got to experience playing 
on Thanksgiving Day, as 


the Rams did not play on 


Thanksgiving back in 
those days. He was part 
of several big wins for 
Shawsheen, however, help- 
ing the Rams to their first 
CAC championship and a 
Super Bowl berth as jun- 
ior in 1978, playing under 
the direction of head 
coach Bill Ritchie and his 
line coach Eddie Gillis. 
Charlie would go on to 
coach at  Shawsheen 
under the direction of 
Eddie Gillis, and later 
coached Pop Warner in 
Billerica for 24 ‘years 
before finally stepping 
down in 2014, building up 
many great memories in 
both places, but nothing 


could compare with 
watching his own sons 
compete on 
Thanksgiving. 


“It is very emotional 
watching your boys play 
on Thanksgiving," Charlie 
said. "It’s a special day. I

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never got to experience it 
as a player, but as a coach 
and as a dad to see them 
go through it, it was nice.” 


THE COACHING 
FAMILY TREE 


These days, of course, 
the Turners are together 
on the sidelines for the 
Thanksgiving Day game. 
It has been that way for 
several years actually, 
with both Charlie and 
Sean being part of Craig's 
staff at Mystic Valley, and 
Craig wouldn't have it any 
other way. While ‘he loves 
having his family with 
him, it is not just blood 
lines that makes Craig 
want his brother and 
father on his staff. 

“T’ve got an awesome 
coaching staff and these 
guys are a big reason why. 
Whether I need a tough 
answer or someone to be 
honest with me, I know I 
can rely on these guys," 
Craig said. "I know they 
won’t be afraid to be hon- 
est with me where it 
might be a little harder 
for some other guys on 
the staff.” 

And don't think for a 
moment that Sean and 
Charlie receive some type 
of special family pass that 
keeps them immune from 
criticism. If anything, in 
fact, it is just the opposite. 

“T will be the first to say 
that I am much harder on 
these guys than I am on 
the rest of the staff, but I 
know ultimately they 
want the same things I 
want," Craig said. "They 
want to win and they want 
it to be a fun, enjoyable 
experience for the kids. If 
that wasn’t how they felt, 
I wouldn’t have them on 
my staff.” 

Sean joined Charlie's 
Pop Warner coaching 
staff at the age of 15, and 
later went on to be the 
head coach of the Pop 
Warner 'A' team taking 
over for Charlie, before 
joining Craig's staff at 
Mystic Valley. A very 
knowledgeable coach in 
his own right, Sean defers 
to Craig in matters of 
Wilmington High football, 
even though he acknowl- 
edges that tempers can 
flare at some points dur- 
ing the game. Whatever 
may happen during the 
game, however, is quickly 
put aside once the game is 
over. 

“Right after the game it 
is forgotten. During the 
game he is the boss, and 
Craig will hold me 
accountable," Sean said. 
"If I make a mistake or I 
do something wrong he 
will let me know that it’s 
on me, which is fine, 
because of the role that I 
am in. If I said it was 
easy, I would be lying, but 
it is good. Like he said, 
we all want the same 
thing, an enjoyable expe- 
rience for these kids and 
to put them in the best 
possible position to win.” 

And while Craig relies 
on Sean for his honesty, 
Sean says there are very 
few times when he actual- 
ly has to question his 
brother during the course 
of a game.

Environmental agencies propose to 
fund wetland, floodplain, 
ground water restoration in Tewksbury 


TEWKSBURY — The 
Natural Resource Dama- 
ges Trustee Council for 
the Sutton Brook Dis- 
posal Area Superfund 
Site proposed to fund 
two projects located at 
Poplar Street and Mollie 
Drive in Tewksbury that 
- would restore wetland, 
floodplain, and ground- 
water resources using 
$1.65 million in Natural 
Resource Damage As- 


sessment and Restoration. 


settlement funds. 


The restoration at Pop- | 


lar Street will restore 
buried wetlands, rees- 
tablish connections be- 
tween existing wetlands, 
and increase the flood- 
plain storage capacity 
and the ability of the site 
to recharge groundwa- 
ter. The restoration at 
Mollie Drive will restore 
buried wetlands, as well 
as restore floodplain 
storage capacity. 

The projects are more 
fully described in a draft 
restoration plan and 
environmental assess- 
ment released this week 
for public comment 
through Dec. 9, 2022. The 
Natural Resource Trus- 
tee Council for the Sut- 
ton Brook Disposal Area 
Superfund Site compri- 
ses the Massachusetts 


Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (Mass- 
DEP), representing the 
Commonwealth’s Execu- 
tive Office of Energy 
and Environmental Af- 
fairs, and the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, rep- 
resenting the U.S. De- 
partment of the Interior. 
Through the Natural 
Resource Damage As- 
sessment and Restor- 
ation Program, trustee 
councils identify the na- 
tural resources injured, 
determine the extent of 
the injuries, recover da- 
mages from those re- 
sponsible, and plan and 
carry out natural re- 
source restoration activ- 
ities. The primary bene- 
fit of the program is that 
injured natural resour- 
ces can be restored at no 
cost to the taxpayer. 
Instead, the parties re- 
sponsible for the injuries 
pay for the restoration. 
“When the natural re- 
sources of an ecosystem 
are damaged, the Com- 
monwealth’s top priority 
is to ensure that those 
resources are fully re- 
stored,” said MassDEP 
Deputy Commissioner 
Paul Locke. “The two pr- 
posed projects will re- 
store both the ecological 
and groundwater resour- 


ces injured due.to con-. 
tamination from the 
site.” 

“Our mission at the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service is to work with 
our partners to conserve, 
protect, and enhance 
fish, wildlife, plants, and 
their habitats for the 
continuing benefit of the 
American people,” said 
Audrey Mayer, U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service’s 
New England Field Of- 
fice supervisor. “These 
proposed projects will 
restore wetland and 
floodplain habitat for mi- 
gratory birds and other 
wildlife, and improve 
public access to these 
natural areas for recre- 
ation and enjoyment.”

MIDDLESEX - Area environmen- 
talists can’t wait to install a new fish 
ladder by Woburn’s Scalley Dam after 
a record number of herring splashed 
their way into Horn Pond and other 
bodies of water along the Mystic River 
watershed in 2022. 

Earlier this month, officials from 
the Mass. Division of Marine Fisheries 
(DMF), the agency charged with man- 
aging the state’s commercial and 
recreational fishing grounds, reported 
that nearly 445,000 river herring 
passed into the Mystic Lakes by Win- 
chester and Arlington and Horn Pond 
in Woburn this May and June. 

According to DMF officials and 
representatives from the Mystic River 
Watershed Association, the local fish 
counts are particularly impressive 
given that up until 2018, Alewife and 
Blueback ocean herring had been 
blocked for nearly a century from ac- 
cessing Horn Pond and other area wa- 
terways. 

‘It is remarkable because one 
might not expect the largest herring 
population in the state to be one that 
has to run the urban gauntlet of 
Boston Harbor and the Amelia 
Earhart Dam — not to mention the 
Mystic Lakes Dam — to get to their 
breeding grounds. Usually the largest 
runs in Massachusetts are on rivers 
with relatively unobstructed streams 
and protected estuaries like the Her- 
ring River in Wellfleet on Cape Cod 
Bay,” explained Daria Clark, a repre- 
sentative from the non-profit Mystic 
River Watershed Association. 

With wildlife and fishery officials 
estimating that 20,000 herring man- 
aged to get into Horn Pond for spawn- 
ing season via a riprap spillway that 
circumvents Scalley Dam, the record- 
setting count was recorded in the area 
despite disappointing species’ runs in

Those old Hollywood 
newspaper flicks are great, 
but today's journalists don't 
run around newsrooms 
yelling "Get me rewrite!" 
Nor do they sprint across 
the room shouting "Stop the 
presses!" over the click- 
clack of teletype machines 
and manual typewriters. 

But that doesn't mean 
you can't stage a thrilling 
scene in a modern news- 


room where people stare at 
monitors, munch on takeout 
salads and try not to spill 
coffee on the keyboard. To 
wit: Just try not succumb- 
ing to goosebumps in "She 
Said," the story of the New 
York Times' initial Harvey 
Weinstein scoop, when the 
editor's cursor finally hits 
"Publish." Or not gasping 
aloud, which I heard myself 
doing. 

But "She Said," a worthy 
entry to a film genre that in- 
cludes "Spotlight" and of 


course "All the President's 
Men," -isn't just about the 
power of journalism. It's 
also about courage, from 
the women who suffered 
sexual harassment or as- 
sault at Weinstein's hands 
and came forward at per- 
sonal risk — to their ca- 
reers, reputations or 
well-being. It was their 
bravery that enabled re- 
porters Jodi Kantor and 
Megan Twohey to tell a 
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Cape Cod and other loca- 
tions across the state. 

“Indeed, it was a bad 
year across most of south- 
ern New England,” ac- 
knowledged Mass. DMF 
spokesperson Ben Gaha- 
gan, who pointed out that 
Rhode Island and Connecti- 
cut officials witnessed dras- 
tically reduced counts in 

2022. 

Both Mass. DMF and 
Mystic River Watershed As- 
sociation experts suspect 
this year’s drought may 
have had a big effect on the 
herring runs, as many 
streams and_ tributaries 
dried up after spawning 
season this spring. It is sus- 
pected those conditions pre- 
vented juvenile herring 
from migrating back to the 
Atlantic Ocean via Boston 
Harbor during the later 
summer months. 

Regardless of the rea- 
sons behind the reduced 
counts elsewhere, local en- 
vironmentalists are ex- 
tremely encouraged by this 
year’s counts in Woburn. 
And with city officials going 
out to bid this spring on an 
estimated $1 million fish 
ladder project, this year’s 
success should just be the 
beginning. 

“The fishway will likely 
be sited west of Scalley 
Dam, opposite the existing 
bypass channel,” a project 


narrative released by the. 


-city in September of 2021 
ereads. “The design for the 
“site may incorporate a cam- 
“era and viewing area for 
the public to view migrating 
_fish, and a bioswale or rain 
“garden at the adjacent 
parking lot to reduce the 
discharge of stormwater 
runoff and associated pollu- 
tants into Horn Pond.” 


Herring run 
For roughly 15 years 
now, — environmentalists 
have been focusing on 
adding fish ladders and 
other. waterway improve- 
ments in order to facilitate 
the annual herring run 
from the Atlantic Ocean to 
Horn Pond and other area 
water bodies, such as the 
Mystic Lakes by Winches- 
ter, Medford, and Arlington. 
For centuries, the two 
species of herring native to 
the area swam up the Mys- 
tic River from the Atlantic 
Ocean to spawn in the lake 
and ponds, which area situ- 
ated as far as seven-miles 
away from their natural 
salt-water environment. 
The herring, which

‘species. Threatened by 
' overfishing, both species 
have also suffered due to 
the loss of breeding habitat

Back in 2018, both fish 
species returned _ to 
Woburn’s Horn Pond via a 
riprap or stone spillway 
that bypasses Scalley Dam, 
where water is released into 
Horn Pond Brook before it 
eventually makes it way 
into the Aberjona River. By 
2019, as many as 10,000 her- 
ring were spotted heading 
into the pond during the an- 
nual run. 

With those earlier totals 
having doubled since, state 
officials believe the new fish 
ladder will help thousands 
more herring reach Horn 
Pond, as spotters are cur- 
rently seeing tons of fish 
stuck at the base of the dam 
each year. 

“Currently the Scalley 
Dam at Horn Pond mainly 
blocks fish passage into the 
lake, although a small per- 
centage of fish who arrive 
make it up a small cascad- 
ing stream that goes around 
the dam when water levels 
are high enough,” Mystic 
River Watershed Associa- 
tion officials explained in a 
prepared statement. 

Back in 2021, state and 
federal officials announced 
$3.9 million in Industri-Plex 
superfund site settlement 
funding would be released 
for the Scalley Damn fish 


bypass and related im- 


provements to wetlands 
areas in the city. 

_ Both the fish damn proj- 
ect and improvements to 
the city’s Shaker Glen Con- 
servation Area were listed 
as the top local priorities in 
an environmental assess- 
ment and restoration plan 
that analyzed ways to miti- 
gate some of the damage 
caused by the release of 
toxic chemicals and pollu- 
tants on a 200-plus acre 
swatch of land between the 
Woburn Mall in East 
Woburn and Presidential 
Way in North Woburn. 

In the event that any of 
that money be left over 
after the projects are com- 
pleted — or should the cost 
of those undertakings be 
offset by other state and 
federal grants — the Indus- 
tri-Plex trustees will allo- 
cate up to $110,000 to help 
restore riverbanks and fish 
habitats along Horn Pond 
Brook. 

All of the final projects 
identified in the study were 
initially. suggested by mu- 
nicipal leaders and local cit- 
izens during a series of 
public hearings and gather- 
ings held between the sum- 
mer of 2018 and March of 
2021. 


Fish ladder victories 

Based on estimates pre- 
pared by state and federal 
officials back in 2021, 
Woburn officials have pre- 
dicted the new fishway will 
eventually allow as many as 
500,000 herring to enter 
Horn Pond. 


For well over a decade, 
environmentalists have 
been focusing on adding 
fish ladders and other wa- 
terway improvements in 
order to facilitate the an- 
nual herring run from the 
Atlantic Ocean to Horn 
Pond and other area water 
bodies, such as the Mystic 
Lakes by Winchester, Med- 
ford, and Arlington.

Two years ago, Woburn 
residents were able to see 
herring return to the waters 
for the first time in 100 
years after a fish ladder 
was added. Since that time, 
as many as 10,000 herring 
have been counted heading 
into the pond during the an- 
nual run. 

According to the Mystic 
River Watershed Associa- 
tion, a non-profit dedicated 
to protecting regional wa- 
terways that include the 
Aberjona River, since 2012, 
activists have observed her- 
ring numbers in the tribu- 
taries increase from 199,000 
too 630,000 in 2017. 

Back in 2012, environ- 
mentalists across the region 
celebrated after similar fish 
ladders were installed by 
the Mystic Lakes Dam in 
Medford. In 2016, yet an- 
other bypass was installed 
in Winchester at the Center 
Falls Dam. 

Between April in June of 
2012 alone, according to vol- 
unteers working on behalf 
of state fisheries’ officials, 
an estimated 200,000 her- 
ring passed through the fish 
ladder in Medford. Three 
years later, those counts 
had doubled, while in 2019, 
an estimated 780,000 her- 
ring jumped their way up 
stream via the bypass. 

“This is a huge success 
story: the single simple fish 
ladder at Mystic Lakes dou- 
bled — and even tripled — a 
significant wildlife popula- 
tion. For a sense of scale: 
500,000 of these foot-long 
fish end-to-end would

Holiday is #1 day for home fires in Massachusetts 
State Fire Marshal offers cooking 
safety tips for Thanksgiving Day 


State Fire Marshal Peter 
J. Ostroskey is urging resi- 
dents to make fire safety a 
priority in the kitchen as we 
approach Thanksgiving 
Day, the number one day 
for home fires in Massachu- 
setts. 

“Each year, we see about 
twice as many fires on 
Thanksgiving as on the 
next-closest day,” State Fire 
Marshal Ostroskey said. 
“Don’t let a fire ruin this 
special time with your fam- 
ily and loved ones. Practice 
fire safety when cooking 
and heating your home, and 
be sure you have working 
smoke and carbon monox- 
ide alarms that can alert 
you to danger.” 


Cooking Safety Tips 


There were 678 Thanks- 
giving Day fires in. Massa- 
chusetts from 2017 to 2021, 
and 87% of them started 
with cooking activities at 
home. These Thanksgiving 
Day fires caused seven civil- 
ian injuries, seven fire serv- 
ice injuries, and more than 
$3 million in estimated 
losses. State Fire Marshal 
Ostroskey offered cooking 
safety tips that everyone 
can follow to stay fire-safe 
in the kitchen this year: 


¢ Be sure your oven is 
empty before turning it on. 


¢ Keep flammable items . 


away from the stovetop. 

¢ Wear short or tight-fit- 
ting sleeves when cooking. 

¢ Turn pot handles in- 
ward over the stove. 

¢ Remember to “stand 
by your pan” and stay in the 
kitchen when boiling, fry- 
ing. or broiling. 

¢ Use a timer when bak- 


ae 


ing or roasting and never 
leave the house with the 
oven running. 

¢ The best way to re- 
spond to a stovetop fire is to 
“put a lid on it” and turn off 
the heat. 

¢ The best way to re- 
spond to an oven or broiler 
fire is to keep the oven doors 
closed and turn off the heat. 

e If the fire is not quickly 
snuffed out, leave the house 
and call 9-1-1 from outside. 


Thanksgiving 2021 

Residential cooking fires 
on Thanksgiving Day 
dropped by more than 20% 


_ last year, falling from 127 in 


2020 to 97 in 2021. 


After a devastating fire 
in New Bedford on Thanks- 
giving 2020 that caused se- 
vere injuries and displaced 
almost 30 people, there were 
no fires attributed to turkey 
fryers last year. Fire safety 
experts strongly discourage 
the use of outdoor gas-fu- 
eled turkey fryers that im- 
merse the turkey in hot oil. 
There are no outdoor turkey 
fryers that have a listing 
from an independent testing 
laboratory such as UL or 
ETL, and the risk of hot oil 
spilling or igniting is high. 
The National Fire Protec- 
tion Association states that 
home use of “turkey fryers 
that use cooking oil, as cur- 
rently designed, are not 
suitable for safe use by even 
a well-informed and careful 
consumer.” They recom- 


mend using new “oil-less” 
turkey fryers. 


Gas Ovens: A Source of 
Carbon Monoxide 

Generally, the confined 
space of a closed gas oven 
used for cooking does not 
produce enough carbon 
monoxide, (CO) to present 
any dangers, but it can pres- 
ent a hazard if used for sev- 
eral hours consecutively - 
such as when roasting a 
turkey. If you have a kitchen 
exhaust fan, use it; if not, 
crack a window for fresh air 
when using the gas oven for 
a prolonged period. Working 
CO alarms are vitally im- 
portant to protect you and 
your loved ones from car- 
bon monoxide poisoning. 


Home Heating: #1 Source 
of Carbon Monoxide, #2 
Cause of Fires 

Heating is the second 
leading cause of fires on 
Thanksgiving and the pri- 
mary source of carbon 
monoxide in the home. Give 
your furnace an annual 
check-up; have chimneys 
cleaned and inspected by a 
professional at the begin-. 
ning of heating season, and 
place space heaters on flat, 
lever surfaces where in lo- 
cations where they won’t be 
bumped or tripped over. 
Keep a three-foot “circle of 
safety” free of anything that 
can burn around all heat 
sources.

Michael Keyes, whose 
daughter was one of seven 
students held hostage by 
an armed gunman at 
Platte Canyon High School 
in Colorado.

“Our law enforcement 
agencies and schools have 
close ties and work ex- 
tremely well together,” 
said Merrimac Police Chief 
Eric Shears, an Assistant

LEC’s School Threat As- 
sessment and Response 
System along with Stone- 
ham Police Chief James 
McIntyre. “At the same 
time, we may approach a 
situation in a very differ- 
ent way than educators.

pus,” said MacGillivray, 
describing the children’s 
catapult experiments, 
playing in the sandbox, 
and painting and crafts. 
“Our learning was messy.” 

She shared that a parent, 
who is a week into a new 
center for their child, 
emailed that she was so 
sad because she has not 
had to do laundry for her 
child yet. MacGillivray has 
reservations about cookie- 
cutter corporate models. 

The center was a family 
affair, with MacGillvray’s 
daughter, Ellen Leavitt, 
and son Adam Leavitt 
both teachers. The two are 
working on helping close 
out the school. 

“In the early days, my 
mother and aunt even 
came and read to the chil- 
dren,” said MacGillivray. 
“Their backgrounds in 


teaching and childcare 
made it easy for us to offer 
a superior experience for 
children.” 

Son Adam’s food service 
background also made the 
COVID protocols easy to 
follow. 

“We had ‘angels’ who 
cleaned the halls, we kept 
students separated, we 
sanitized, it made a huge 
difference,” said Leavitt. 

. Over the years, MacGil- 
livray estimates that ap- 
proximately 300 families 
went through the center. 

- “We had a reunion party 
the day after we closed, 
and students we had as in- 
fants, who are now in col- 
lege, came back to visit,” 
said MacGillivray. ., 

She described the stu- 
dents and parents taking 
their pictures off the pho- 
to wall from their days at 
the center. 

“These were our kids,” 


said MacGillivray. 

At its height, the center 
had 52 students, 13 teach- 
ers and five aides. MacGil- 
livray received her educa- 
tion at Wheelock College 
and is a member of the 
National Association for 
the Education of Young 
Children. 

MacGillivray and her 
family are going through 
the process of selling off 
the contents of the two- 
story school. A tag sale is 
planned, and anyone in- 
terested in items for a pre- 
school can email MacGil- 
livray at pattikakesm@ 
gmail.com. 

MacGillivray shared, 
“The last book we read 
was Chester Raccoon and 
the Acorn Full of Memo- 
ries.

younger students and be- 
ing a connection to the 
high school before they 
move up.

School Committee mem- 
ber M.J. Byrnes said that 
she appreciated the the- 
ater program offering 
students the chance to

The committee also con- 
sidered a combined mid- 
dle and high school cho- 
rus and drama field trip 
to New York for a Broad- 
way workshop and show, 
voting to approve it. 

In the Superintendent’s 
Report, Superintendent 
Dr. Glenn Brand and As- 
sistant Superintendent 
Christine Elliott discussed 
curriculum improvement 
time and the town hall/ 
school administration buil- 
ding project. 

Elliot explained that the 
district’s professional de- 
velopment began on the 
second day of school and 
continued with ALICE 
training on Sept. 28. Then, 
in October, they had an- 
other curriculum improve- 
ment time, followed by 
training split between one 
day in November and an- 
other day in December. 
They’ve completed all 
mandated reporting 
training. 

Any trainings that tea- 
chers missed is being of- 
fered after school, which 
Elliott said they are at- 
tending. She also included 
how teachers have been 
leading workshops about 
ideas that other teachers 
proposed. 

Regarding the town hall/ 
school admin building, 
Brand spoke briefly to the 
fact that the Roman 
House and the Glen Road 
town hall buildings pres- 
ent problems of accessi- 
bility and age. Secondly, 
the central office staff of 
over 30 employees are 
divided among four build- 
ings across town. He said 


a new plan should be 
made if the article at the 
special Town Meeting 
were to fail (eds. note: it 
passed). 

Ruggiero then gave a 
quick update about the 
fiscal year 2022 revolving 
report, which showed all 
school budgets in the 
black. One challenge he 
spoke to was that the 
town changed their soft- 
ware over to MUNIS and 
were still figuring out its 
features. He noted that 
the food service depart- 
ment still had an exten- 
sive balance from federal 
funding for free lunch and 
low staff. Brand men- 
tioned that the transition 
to MUNIS took an entire 
month’s work from Rug- 
giero. 

Brand next shared the 
school department’s con- 
cern for extra costs head- 
ing into this year’s budget 
season. These stemmed 
from the state allowing 
organizations for out of 
district placements to in- 
crease tuition by up to 14 
percent, a new transpor- 
tation contract, and 
ESSER . grants expiring 
for positions that they 
added during the pan- 
demic. On top of these 
concerns, he restated the 
fact that enrollment had 
not decreased in any ele- 
mentary levels. 


Upcoming dates he list- 
ed included the prelimi- 
nary budget presentation 
on Dec. 21, the superin- 
tendent’s recommended 
budget Jan. 18, and Feb. 
15 for the public hearing. 

The committee approv- 
ed a proposed adjustment 
to the rate of pay for sub- 
stitutes. 

They then discussed 
Byrnes’ report for the 
committee on the out- 
comes of the MASC con- 
ference. Turner added 
that a _ consideration 
among the other School 
Committee members pre- 
sent at the conference 
was that social-emotional 
health also applied to 
teachers and administra- 
tion, not just students. 

Byrnes listed a number 
of subcommittees of the 
MASC which anyone in 
the committee was wel- 
come to join, including 
those for the MIAA, nom- 
inating committee, leg- 
islative committee, and 
more. Then, she went 
over the resolutions that 
passed at the convention 
— resolutions 2, 4, 5, and 
6 as presented; and reso- 
lutions 1 and 3 received 
amendments for mental 
health support and geo- 
graphic diversity respec- 
tively. 

The next meeting will be 
Dec. 7 at 7 p.m.

the state average. Overall, 
ELA results were profi- 
cient for 48 percent of stu- 
dents, which is seven per- 
cent higher than the state 
but down 12 percent from 
last year. They also meas- 
ured the student growth 
percentile, which is each 
grade group measured 
against students who took 
the same test in that grade 
the year before, in order to 
tell if students are making 
appropriate gains. 

Wilmington’s math scores 
were 54.7 percent profi- 
cient with a five percent 
increase from last year, 16 
percent higher than the 
state. The growth percen- 
tile was 20 points above 
what it was last year. With 
science, they also saw sig- 
nificant growth with 59.6 
percent proficiency, an in- 
crease of nine percent’ 
from last year, and 18 per- 
cent above the state. 

Stephen Turner asked if 
it was useful to compare 
the grades by the years, 
even if they are taking dif- 
ferent tests. Elliott respon- 
ded to say that it is useful 
to measure if the curricu- 
lum is meeting their needs 
and to see what elements 
need reteaching. 

Melissa Plowman asked 
for the names of the 
teachers supporting Elli- 
ott in the work looking 
through MCAS grades and 
analyzing the curriculum. 
Elliott named K-5 STEM 
Coordinator Michelle Lev- 
esque for elementary math 
and science, Literacy Co- 
ordinator Melissa Betten- 
court for elementary ELA, 
and the curriculum team 
leaders for grades 6-12. 

MCAS scores were dis- 
played by grade and sub- 
ject, largely following the 
patterns Elliott already 
mentioned. Grades three, 
four, and five ELA scores 
were still mostly above the 
state average. Grades sev- 
en and eight saw the hard- 
est negative impact to 
ELA scores. Meanwhile, 
grade 10 ELA scores were 
significantly higher than 
the state average. Science 
and math scores all over 
fell above the state aver- 
age. 

The plans for improving 
ELA scores involved an- 
alysis for students in spe- 
cial education, 504 plans, 
and economic or minority 
groups to determine any 
trends. Principals had been

through override or taxes. 

Hull suggested that a 
delay for this project would 
allow the cost of construc- 
tion to increase. This was a 
sentiment agreed upon by 
Stephen Turner, who said 
that voting no would cost 
the town more in the long 
run. One of the building 
‘committee members called 
‘this project a “no-brainer” 
‘because it can be built 
within the levy, without an 
override or raising taxes. 

' Debora Russo spoke out 
in favor of the trustworthi- 


ness of the town’s finan- 
cial projections. 

“The fact that the town 
manager says the money 
will come out of the oper- 
ating budget... says to me 
that we have a pretty good 
financial team up there,” 
she said. 

Another resident asked 
Hull to confirm whether 
he thought the town could 
afford the project, and 
Hull answered that he did. 

Some residents arguing 
against the new building 
commented that it might 
be better to vote no on this 
project in order to priori-

tize schools and a new fire 
substation. 

“We have to educate our 
children and make sure 
they have every single re- 
source that we can afford 
available to them,” said 
Suzanne Sullivan in her 
statement of opposition, “I 
want to see our schools 
taken care of.

Committee member Mari- 
anne Gallezzo suggested

available (referring to the 
fire substation). 

One resident asked if the 
plan could include repur- 
posing the current Buzzell 
Senior Center for part of 
the project instead of mak- 
ing the new building three 
stories high. Hooper re- 
plied that several upgrades 
would have to be made to 
that building and it would- 
n’t fit the town hall offices. 

After an affirmative vote 
to move the question, the 
measure passed with 426 
votes in favor and 130 op- 
posed, receiving the re- 
quired 2/3 majority to pass. 


analyzing the data for po- 
tential curricular. adjust- 
ments. There would also 
be, if not instituted al- 
ready, increased literacy 
professional development 
opportunities and small 
group reading instruction. 

For the students, they’ll 
increase their efforts in 
universal screenings, pro- 
gress monitoring, data 
meetings, sending in read- 
ing specialists, and inter- 
vention materials. In addi- 
tion, the scheduling com- 
mittee for the middle 
school already identified 
priorities of adding an in- 
tervention block and in- 
creased time for reading 
and writing. 

For math improvement, 
they would add more for- 
mal goal settings and 
progress monitoring in the 
intervention cycles along 
with resources and educa- 
tional tutors at the ele- 
mentary level. With 6-10th 
graders, they added an 
intervention tool for grade 
6 and worked to increase 
vertical alignment by grade. 

Science improvement in- 
cluded new STEM initia- 
tives and activities to pro- 
mote engagement in sci- 
ence, technology, and en- 
gineering, continued the 
use of instructional re- 
sources, and worked to in- 
crease vertical alignment. 

Plowman wondered how 
teachers would get by in 
the meantime until the 
intervention block is creat- 
ed and curriculum is ad- 
justed. Elliott said that 
they already changed 
some students’ schedules 
to allow for reading sup- 
port. She also clarified 
that a literacy screening 
doesn’t include writing — 
so there isn’t a universal 
assessment for writing. 

In terms of what parents 
can do to help kids strug- 


t ¥ 


gling in ELA, she men- 
tioned encouraging stu- 
dents to read for pleasure 
and write about it at home. 
Chair Dr. Jenn Bryson 
suggested the team host 
an MCAS workshop for 
families to understand 
their scores and what they 
could do. 

Bryson also asked about 
how writing is being taught 
and prioritized in class- 
rooms. Elliott explained 
that reading and writing 
are more integrated in 
middle school and beyond, 
but more separated in the 
elementary grades. 

“From firsthand experi- 
ence with new curriculum 
in grade 6 ELA, it does 
incorporate different gen- 
res of writing and there’s 
explicit instruction em- 
bedded in it,” she said. 

Jay Samaha commented 


‘that MCAS is not the end- 


all be-all for grading. He’d 
want to see students grow 
in other data points as 
well through these im- 
provement plans. 

Plowman lastly asked 
about the district’s philos- 
ophy on corrections for 
graded tests and assign- 
ments. Elliott described 
that in elementary school, 
it’s less about scores and 
more about demonstrating 
proficiency of standards. 
The middle and _ high 
school students’ grades 
are created using percent- 
ages. She said that they 
talked about including 
equitable practices in gra- 
ding so that students’ ef- 
forts to try to catch up or 
gain knowledge that they 
might have missed will be 
considered. 

Bryson thanked Elliott 
for her work in breaking 
down the MCAS scores, 
creating the improvement 
plans, and preparing this 
report.

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story that helped launch 
the broad reckoning known 
as the #MeToo movement. 
And it's because of women 
like them — some famous 
actresses, but mostly young 
women trying to work in an 
industry they loved — that 
Weinstein sits in a Los An- 
geles courtroom this week, 
already serving a 23-year 
sentence in New York, and 
now facing seven more 
counts. (He's pleaded not 
guilty). 

Women like Laura Mad- 
den, for example. The film 
opens with her, an eager 
young employee of Wein- 
stein's company, Miramax, 
beginning what she hopes 
will be an exciting new ca- 
reer on a movie set in Ire- 
land in 1992. Soon after, we 
see her running down a. 
Dublin street in tears, 
clutching her clothes after a 
hotel-room encounter. Some 
20 years later, the older 
Madden (a heartbreaking 
Jennifer Ehle) goes on 
record in the Times cover- 
age, telling the journalists 
that Weinstein that day 
"took my voice away ... just 
as I was about to start find- 
ing it." 

"She Said," starring 
Carey Mulligan as a quietly 
intense, driven Twohey and 
Zoe Kazan as a _ perkier, 
more exuberant Kantor, is 
largely faithful to the 2019 
book, released two years 
after the story broke. Read- 
ers will recognize many 
conversations — word-for- 
word. 

But director Maria 
Schrader and screenwriter 
Rebecca Lenkiewicz had to 
make key cinematic deci- 
sions. Among them: how to 
portray Weinstein. It feels 
right that we never see his 
face. He's heard only in 
phone calls, except when he 
shows up unannounced at 
the Times in a last-ditch at- 
tempt to charm, scare or 
shame the reporters off, 
and then we see only an 
actor's back. 

The decision is impor- 
tant not least for the mes- 


sage it sends: this story 
may involve Weinstein, but 
it is not HIS story. It's a 
story of the women who 
brought him to account — 
former employees, or ac- 


tresses like Ashley Judd, a 


key voice in the Times arti- 
cle. Judd plays herself here, 
and who better to describe 
her own experience? 

Also deliberate: No as- 
sault is re-enacted. We do, 
though, hear the actual con- 
frontation between Wein- 
stein and model Ambra 
Battilana Gutierrez, 
recorded in a police opera- 
tion. As the camera settles 
on a carpeted hallway of a 
hotel — the frequent scene, 
from New York to LA to 
Cannes to Sundance, of We- 
instein's misdeeds — the 
real Weinstein cajoles the 
woman to come inside his 
room, even for five minutes. 
"Don't ruin your friendship 
with me for five minutes," 
he implores. 

Unlike the book, the film 
fleshes things out by depict- 
ing the reporters' personal 
lives. The results here are 
mixed. On the one hand, we 
want to know more about 
them: In Mulligan's nu- 
anced, lived-in perform- 
ance, we see the effects of 
post-partum depression on 
Twohey, for example. As for 
Kantor, she's depicted in the 
everyday struggle of caring 
for kids while getting work 
done. (In a lighthearted mo- 
ment parents can relate to, 
she silently offers her child 
the Netflix password when 
a source calls.) But for both 
characters, there just isn't 
time for enough backstory, 
so it feels cursory. 

We do get to experience 
the nuts and bolts of report- 
ing — not easy to depict, 
since much happens in 
emails, texts, calls. Luckily, 
there are doorstep encoun- 
ters. One woman slams the 
door in the duo's face. An- 
other tells Twohey that the 
matter has been amicably 
resolved, her obvious an- 
guish making it clear she's 
bound by a financial settle- 
ment not to speak. 

A terrific Patricia Clark- 


son plays the team's hard- 
working editor, Rebecca 
Corbett. Andre Braugher is 
calmly decisive as former 
executive editor Dean Ba- 
quet, telling his reporters 
it's time to start writing. 
Like Ehle, Samantha Mor- 
ton is memorable as Mira- 


max employee Zelda 
Perkins. 
If anyone (besides Wein- 


stein) comes off particu- 
larly badly, it's his lawyers. 
Lanny Davis (an excellent 
Peter Friedman from "Suc- 
cession") suggests the 
"real" story to pursue is not 
the mogul's actions but his 
evolution into a better man. 
The words of lawyer Lisa 
Bloom, whose Twitter bio 
describes her as fighting for 
victims of harassment and 
abuse, are revealed in a 
memo to Weinstein that 
Twohey obtained, asking to 
be retained by his team, 
telling him how to recast 
himself as the "hero" of the 
story, and suggesting how to 
discredit accusers like ac- 
tress Rose McGowan. 
(Bloom has said she is 
sorry for working with We- 
instein. ) 

"She Said" ends with the 
reporters and_ editors 
hunched over the terminal, 
reading the story once 
more, getting rid of a few 
double spaces, and pressing 
the button. There's no way 
they could have known 
what forces their reporting 
would help unleash — 
forces still swirling five 
years into a movement that 
has had successes and set- 
backs, triumph and back- 
lash. Things were really 
just getting started that day 
in 2017, and it feels like they 
still are.
